And 1 
heartily wiſh this Branch of it was purſued with Dili - 
gence, and improved with Judgment. I ſhould. be glad 


to know whether the Knowledge of the Effects of the 


four Herculian Remedies are owing to reaſoning d Priori 


or not? I mean Opium, Mercury, the Peruvian Bark, 


and Steel, to which may be added a Fifth, which is 
Antimony. For if our Acquaintance with the Virtue of 


theſe is the Reſult of Experience only, why ſhould. ve 


ſtop in our Enquiries? or conclude we have alread 
arrived at the Ne plus ultra of the Aſculapian Art ?

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This is a ſmall Specimen of the Reaſoning. of i thoſe 
Gentlemen who would eee in abſtruſe 
Matters; which generally proceeds from a ſtrange Re- 
pugnancy in human Nature to be eſteem'd ignorant 
of many Things, which are placed without the Sphere 
of our Knowledge. Hence all the Abſurdities of Des 
Cartes, and his Followers, who have taken vaſt Pains 
to circumicribe the Univerſe within the Laws of Matter 
and Motion: Hence ſuch a ſtrange Variety of Cobweb 
Theories which have been induſtriouſly propagated and 
eagerly followed; to the no ſmall Detriment of the Art 
of healing, and the endangering the Lives of Millions of 
unhappy Patients. Yet notwithſtanding theſe vain At- 
tempts, every ſedate and fagacious Enquirer muſt be 
forced to own, that every Animal Function and the 
Progreſs of Nature in all Diſeaſes, diſdain the Efforts 
of human Reaſon to bring them under Subjection. The 
vital Principle and ſpontaneous Motion of the moſt de- 
ſpicable Inſects, remain impenetrable Secrets; and the 
pretended Diſcovery of Leeuwenboeł relating to the Pri- 
mordia of Animals is a moſt glaring Inſtance. of the Folly 
and Credulity of Mankind. A modeſt Philoſopher will 
ſtudy to find out the proper Objects of our Knowledge, 
and how far well directed human Enquiries may proba- 
bly reach. He will likewiſe make a judicious Applica- 
tion of his Diſcoveries, and not ſtretch mechanic Laws 
beyond the Limits appointed by Nature. . 
Let none think that Medicines are to be given at Ran- 
dom in every Stage of acute Diſeaſes ; for here the Phy- 
ſician's Judgment is abſolutely neceſſary. And the ſea- 
ſonable Exhibition of a Remedy, after the Guidarice of 
Nature, will always diſtinguiſh the able Practitioner from 
the dangerous Quack. For this Reaſon I have been 
careful in reciting all the Symptoms of Diſeaſes, and 
their natural Progreſs to Recovery or Death. _._ 
There is nothing I would recommend more to a Prac- 
titioner, than Affability and Sweetneſs of Temper, with 
regard to the Patient, and to take all prudent Methods 
to kcep up his Spirits; nay, even when in a Diſeaſe, it 
is neceſſary to wait to obſerve the Tendency of Nature,

monſtrating ſuperior Knowledge, too often either dejects 


the Patient, and haſtens his Exit, or proves the wou'd 
be Hſenlapius to be à mere Medicaſter; We perhap 


would be better pleaſed with a ſiniſter Event, than to ſe 
his Skill in Predickions baffled by a Recovery, which 
wood plainſy prove him to be no infallible Conjurer. 
I would alſo adviſe, that Regard may be paid to the 


Patient's Appetite or Longing for any particular Thing, 


however incongruous it may ſeem. For we have been 


taught by Experience, that Gratifications of this Kind 
have had a ſalutary Effect. Thus cold Water, Grapes, 


Oyſters, Herrings, and the like, have cured the Diſcaſe 


when the Plyfician has attempted it in vain. Examples 


to confirm this, are frequent in acurate Writers; Tulpius 


in particular affirms, he has known the like happen an 
hundred Times in the Quartan Ague and Drop. 
Analogcus to this is the Pica or Longing of Pregnant 


Women, who have eaten and drank what would have 
been highly prejudicial to others, both as to Quantity 


and Quality. And it is well known, if theſe. Things could 


not be obtained, or have been denied, what terrible Con- 
ſequences have enſued: So neceſſary It. is to follow the 


Indications of Nature. 


In this Second Edition I have made the moſt neceſſary 


Improvements in every Part, and more particularly, in 


that containing acute Diſcaſes ; for theſe require the moſt 
ſpeedy Aſſiſtance, are moſt embarraſſing to the conſcienti- 
ous Phyſician; and conſequently the judicious Lreatment 
of them is of the higheſt Importance to the Patient.

produce different Appearances of the Diſcaſe, with Regard to the 
Symptoms and Event, according as the Subjects differ, 

It will be therefore neceſſary to enquire into the Age, Sex, 
Structure, and Habit of the Body, or the acquired Habit and 
Strength of the Patient, and whether he has an hereditary Diſpo- 


ſition to this or that Diſeaſe. In Childhood there is a remarkable 


Softneſs of the Fibres, a lax and thin Habit, with an abundance 
of Serum; young Perſons have tenſe and contractile Fibres with 


more hot Blood, which is alſo more apt for Motion.

Likewiſe Regard muſt be had to the female Sex, for they are 


not only obnoxious to diſtin Diſeaſes, which is from Diſor-

ſpaſtic and convulſive Diſorders, and are more eaſily reſtored to 
Health than Men. © 

It is likewiſe proper to know * the Patient be of; a lax or 
tenſe Habit of Body; whether the Veſſels are ſlender and nu- 
merous, or large and few; becauſe in narrow and ſlender Canals, 
the progreſſive Motion of the Fluids is more difficult, as well as 
the Secretions and Excretions ; fox theſe are more quick and rea-

Whence we may obſerve, that they are more liable to Diſorders, 


and grow well with more Difficulty whoſe Fibres are more ſtrong, 
and whoſe Circulation of the Fluids are more quick.

It appears Fn dally Obſervation, -that the Debility, Defects, 
and Faults of the Viſcera and Fibres, as well as Diſeaſes proceed- 
ing from thence often deſcend to-the Children; and the Practi- 
tioner ſhould be informed hereof. For hereditary Imbecillities 
and Weakneſſes are more difficult to be cured, more readily re- 
turn and tire the Phyſician's Patience. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to know the Strength; whether the 
Patient's Spirits are low, eſpecially in the Beginning of an acute 
Diſeaſe, for Weakneſs and Loma are then bad Signs. But if 
the Perſon is in Strength and Vigour, which appear from the 
Motion and Impulſe of che F luids, there are great Hopes of reco- 
vering Health. 

Me are not only to examine the Condition of the Body, but 
te State of the Mind, and what Diſorders it is liable to; becauſe 
there is a pany tes Semen between the Mind and the Body. 
For a greater Tenſity and Mobility of the Fibres and Solids diſ- 
poſes the Mind N nger ; whereas a Laxity and Defect of the 
vis Motrix ſhows the Perſon to be difpirited, timid and fearful. 
On the other Hand, Anger encreaſes the Tone and Contractions 
of the Solids, and renders the Fluids more impetuous; but Timi- 
dity diſſolves and dejects the Strength, whence the Circulation of 
the Fluids: is. more flow. Terror greatly eonſtringes the Surface 
and extreme Fan of the Body, and drives the Blood to the inte-

rior and noble Parts, -that is the Precordia and Head; whence 
proceed grievous Diſorders, eſpecially of the genus Nervoſum, 
which it enervates and renders languid. The ſame may be faid

and 4 faulty Circulation of the Fluids; as in the hypochondriac 
Paſſon; but when its hurtful Influence attacks the ſolid Fats, it 
wonderfully dejects the Strength of the whole Body, and hurts its

Ik the Mind is not compoſed and at Eaſe, but ſubje& to vari- 
ous Paſſions and Commotions, Diſeaſes are cured with greater 


"Difficulty, therefore Enquiry is to be made whether the Patient is 
not addicted to hard Study, and to profound and fatiguing Medi- 


tations, which is common in thoſe which apply themſelves to the 
Study of the Metaphyſics and Mathematics, and are fond of noc- 
turnal Lucubrations; for intenſe thinking conſumes the Spirits, 


and brings on a Weakneſs of the Brain and nervous Parts; 
N are ſubject to dangerous Diſeaſes of the Head, name- 
ly, Apopleay, Melancholy, Maduiſs, and Weakneſs of Memory. 
It can hardly be imagined what a Conſent there is between 


the Brain and its Membranes ; between the {Stomach and the 


adjoining Inteſtines, they being greatly nervous, and indued with 


an exquiſite. Senſe 3 whence many Students are troubled with a 


bad Digeſtion, Coſtiveneſs, and the hypochondriac Paſſion. | 


. Beſides, it is neceſſary to conſider the Place where the Patient 


lives, the Nature of the Air, and his uſual Diet. Places that 


ſtand high expoſed to the Winds, have a more pure and ſalubri- 
ous Air; thoſe that are low breathe an Air which is more con- 
denſed, more thick and full of impure Vapours; than which no- 


thing can tend more to generate grievous and chronical Affecti- 


ons, and to deſttoy the Vigour and Strength of the Solis. 
With Regard to Diet, Enquiry muſt be made whether they 
feed groſsly, and live upon Fleſh that is ſmoak- dried and falted, 


and coarſe Bread, to which thoſe who live in maritime Places are 


accuſtomed ; and are ſubject to a Dyſcraſia, or a ſcorbutic Im- 
purity, which is endemic in thoſe Parts. Or whether the Pati- 
ent has been uſed to eat Summer Fruits, Salads, farinaceous 
Things fryed with Butter, Eggs, and ſuch like. Some delight 
in Cheeſe, and feed upon it immoderately, which produces GB- 


ſtructions, and generates Gravel. Next Enquiry muſt be made 
into their Kinds of Drink, ſor if it be temperate, aqueous and di- 


luting, it is more healthy. E K . nouriſhing malt Liquors, 
eſpeclally if ſtale, as well as Wine and Spirits drank upon an 
empty Stomach, tend greatly to the Deſtruction of Health; for

Tubes become obſtructed thereby and are filled with viſcid 
and groſs Humours, which are fruitful of various Diſeaſes.  _ 
Beſides it is neceſſary to be known, whether the Patient has 
_ drank cold Liquors when he was in a Sweat, and exceeding hot, 
for it is a common Thing to drink too freely and quickly of cold 
Liquors, after Exerciſe or violent Paſſions of the Mind, or after 
2 critical and falutary Excretion of Blood ; whence the whole 
Oeconomy of the vital Motions and Functions is diſturbed and 
. perverted, inſomuch that Poiſon itſelf cannot have a more ſpee- 
dy or more pernicious Operation. : 
Enquiry muſt be made into the Kind of Life, whether it be

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. laborious or inactive; requiring Excerciſe or Sedentary; whe- 
ther the Perſon be a Courtier or a Soldier, a Student or a Tradeſ- 
man; whether he be converſant among Metals and Minerals or 


eaſes ; thus Braſiers are ſubject to Diſeaſes of the Eyes; Huſband- 
men to thoſe of the Breaſt ; Makers of Starch to Coughs and Aſth- 
mas; Porters to Aſthmas, Ruptures, and burſting of the Veſſels in 
the Breaſt; Tallow-chandlers to Diſeaſes of the Head and Sto- 
mach; Workers in Tow, Hemp, and Silk to Shortneſs of Breath ;

As there are no Perſons but what are apt to be guilty of an 
Exceſs of one Kind or other, it will be neceſſary to enquire into 
their Diet, Drink, Sleep, Exerciſe, Uſe of Tobacco, &c. In our 

Age the Drinking of Coffee is very common; hypechondriac Pati- 

- ents are generally exceſſive in the Uſe of Medicines and other 
Things; all which Errors have ſome Influence upon the Body, 

and ought to be enquired into and conſidered. Shs | 

Another Thing to be examined is the Excretions, for unleſs 
- theſe are regular, Health cannot be maintained, and therefore if 
they are too plentiful, defective or ſuppreſſed, they will cauſe vari- 
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relating to the Patient. 
ous Diſorders, Hence if a Perſon begins to be coſtive, it is ge- 
nerally the Forerunner of ſome Diſeaſe. Re is alſo to be had 
to Perſpiratian, which carries off more Matter than all the 
Emunctories beſides. This depends greatly upon Cloathing, and 
keeping the Body in equal Warmth, as alſo upon the Warmth 
and Moiſture of the Feet: On the other Hand, if the Feet are 
dry and cold, and their Pores contracted, it ſhows that Perſpira- 
tion is ſtopt. Hence if in cold, moiſt, changeable, and unequal 
Weather, as alſo in the vernal and autumnal Seaſons, the Per- 
ſpiration of. the Body is greatly diminiſhed, it becomes Janguid 


and ſubject to the reigning Diſeaſes. 


As a Man generally takes more Aliment than is neceſſary to 


generate Blood and Serum, and the common Excretions are not 


ſufficient to carry off ſuperfluous Humours, extraordinary ones 
ſometimes happen at ſtated Times; hence the bleeding Piles and 
Hæmorrhages of the Noſe, as alſo large Sweats, Looſeneſſes, 
Running at the Noſe, Coughs, plentiful Spitting, all which tend 
to promote Health; and if theſe are defective or ſuppreſſed, dan- 

gerous Diſeaſes may ariſe. Wherefore it is highly hazardous to 
ſuppreſs Secretions of this Kind. Hence great Paſſions of the 
Mind, eſpecially Terror, which conſtringes the ſmall Veſſels, 
very cold Air, and ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, produce 
dangerous Stagnations of the F Juids, and ſudden and capital Diſ- 


orders in the vital Motions. The fame may be ſaid of critical 


Excretions, if unadviſedly ſtopt ; for it not only renews the Diſ- 
eaſe, but renders it much more dangerous. 

The Practitioner ſhauld likewiſe enquire what Diſeaſes the Pa- 
tient has been ſubject to, at what Time, and how cured ; for it 
often happens in the raſh and imprudent Cure of Diſeaſes, that 
terrible and dangerous Symptoms are produced, and that the 
driving away one Diſeaſe, is productive of a much worſe. Like- 
wiſe the Patient ſometimes will not obſerve any Rules, but daily 


. committing Errors in the Non-naturals, accumulates the mor- 


bific Matter afreſh, and contracts a Diſeaſe, 

Sometimes Diſeaſes are ſtrangely complicated, inſomuch that if 
the Patient was affected with the hypochondriac Paſſion, or a Ca- 
chexy, Scurvy, Debility of the Head, ſpitting of Blood, Conſump- 
tion, Piles, Gravel, or Gout ; another Diſtemper ſupervenes,

It is likewiſe neceſſary to enquire whether the Patient is pletho- 
ric, or abounding with bad Humours, or cacochymic. What is 
the State of the Stomach and Inteſtines, whether ſubje& to Eructa- 
tions, Wind, and Spaſms with Coftiveneſs, and if the Patient be 
hypochondriac ?

Temperies of the Brain, and nervous Syſtem is to be Fw” ered; 
and to be determined from the Nature of the Sleep; Affections | 
of the Mind, and Diſturbance of the Imagination. 

Theſe Things being conſidered, we muſt proceed to the Dit. 
eaſe itſelf, as whether it be common or epidemic ? Whether the 
Viculence appears on the Skin in Puſtules, or otherwiſe? Whence 
the Tenuity and virulent Nature of the Matter, which forms the 
Diſeaſe, may chiefly be known ; becauſe while it remains on the 

rvous Parts, it produces Anxiety of the Præcordia, Coldneſs of 
1 Extremities, reaching to vomit, Pains of the Head and Back, 
about the firſt Vertebra of the Loins; Quickneſs and Hardneſs of 
the Pulſe, Diſturbance of the Mind, and Difficulty of breathing; 
but when it is expelled to the Surface of the Body, theſe Berrid 
| As generally remit, and are in ſome. Degree appeaſed, 
muſt likewiſe be made whether the Patient was ſeized 
op a great Proſtration of Strength, and intenſe Languor of the 
Parts, —— the occult Corruption of the Humours, commonly 8 
called Malignity, may probably be known. | 
As there is no Fever, or other Diſeaſe, which has not ſenſible 
Remiſſions and Intermiſſions of the Symptoms; the Phyſician 
ought to know the State of the natural, vital, and animal Functi- 
ons, as well in, as out of the Paroxyſm. For in the Acceſſions, 
Impetus and Strength of the Diſeaſe, when the Motion of the So- 
lids and Fluids are more intenſe and quick, it is neceflary that all 
Things, which encreaſe and exaſperate the Motions and Excre- 
tions, ſhould be quite omitted; but on the vacant or intercallary 
Days, when the Fit is off, and. all the Motions are weak, eſpeci- 
ally the Pulſe, thoſe T 5 en tha be uſed which ſerve to move 
and exterminate the peccant Matter. But more, eſpecially in the 
Increaſe of Diſeaſes, the animal, vital, and natural Functions are 
to be regarded, becauſe from the Degree of the Diſorder of theſe, 
the Violence of the Diſtemper is to be determined. | 
In acute Diſeaſes we may know the Genius and Force of the 
Diſorder,” from the Reſpiration, Nature, and Condition of the 
Pulſe, There is an evident Agreement between the Brain 
and the Heart, for all Diſeaſes of the Brain and Nerves, 
all Affections of the Mind, produce a Change in the 
Pulſe. Beſides, as no-Patient dies without an Inflammation and 
internal Mortification, and as the Inflammations of the Sto- 


mach 
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. and Mamblanes of the Brain, are e evil in acute 
Diſeaſes, and in the Chronic the Mortifications of the FViſcera put 
a Period to huwan Life, the Phyſician ſhould carefullyattend to 
theſe fatal Symptoms, in ares to manage the Diſeaſe with greater 
Certai | 

| Likewiſe the State of the Prime Vie is ; carefully to be exa- 
mined, as. whether they are replete with Sordes, on the Bo- 
dy is coſtive or otherwiſe ; the Quantity, Quality, and Colour of 
the Excrements; that the State of the natural Functions may be 
certainly known. Alfo the Conſiſtence, Nature, Quantity and 
Colour of the Urine ought to be conſidered ; from which, being 
compared with other Symptoms, the ſpaſmodic Strictures of the 


internal Parts may be known, and the Increaſe or Decreaſe of the 


preternatural Heat may be determined. 

It will be likewiſe neceſſary to obſerve nicely the Operations 
of the Medicines, and what Changes they produce; whether the 
Force and Vehemence of the Symptoms are mitigated or increaſ- 
ed, or whether nothing of this Kind happens ? For Remedies 
which are profitable to ſome Patients, may hurt others; but the 
Way not to be deceived, is to obſerve all the Circumſtances and 
Appearances, which are contained in an accurate Hiſtory of the 
Diſeaſe, otherwiſe Miſtakes may ariſe; for the Strength and Ope- 
rations of Medicines are always conditional, according to various 
Conſtitutions, Places, Seaſons and other Cen ces 

As many acute Diſeaſes are as oſten cured without Medicines, 
by the Benefit of Nature, and domeſtick Remedies, as when the 
Patient takes great Quantities of the moſt precious Compoſitions; 
it would advance the Knowledge of Phyſic to ohſerve all their 
Circumſtances, Times, and Order; and alſo with what Excre- 


tions, with what Succeſſion of Symptoms the Diſeaſe advances, 


and is at laſt terminated. For it ſometimes happens that Phyſi- 
cians are called in, and preſcribe their Arcana, and think they 
have cured Diſorders thereby, which would have ended by the 
ſole Benefit of Nature. 

Many Diſeaſes, and eſpecially Fevers of all Kinds, attack divers 
Perſons at once, and are attended with particular Symptoms, re- 
quiring ſometimes one Kind of Management, and ſometimes ano- 
ther; therefore the Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes can be nothing elſe, 
but fach a5arp common to many Men, and equally affect them 
all. The moſt common of which is the . State of the 
Air, which is a Fluid abſolutely neceſſary to the Preſervation of 


Life; wherefore Changes of the Air muſt affect the Temperies 


and Conſtitution of the Solids and Fluids, and produce preterna- 
tural Habits, This is evident from the different Seaſons of the 
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Year, from the Changes of Weather, and the Variety of Winds, 
which produce very ſenſible Effects. 
© But the State of the Air alone is not ſufficient for the Genera- 
tion of epidemic Diſeaſes. For it is evident from Obſervation, 
that in the ſame Climate, and fame Conſtitution of the Heavens, 
- þ Diſcaſe, ſhall infeſt the Inhabitants of one Place, and not ano- 
ther; as appears from the Small- pox, Dyſenteries, and miliary 
| Fevers. Wherefore recourſe muſt be had, to the Nature of Ex- 
halations, from Pools and marſhy Places, which are replete with 
ſulphureous, vitriolick, aluminous, bituminous, faline, and other 
Particles; which Variety of Efluvia cannot be demonſtrated 
more plainly than from the Diverſity of Malt Liquors, which 
they are brewed from the ſame Malt and Hops, and in 
the ſame Manner, excepting the Water, wonderfully differ in 
Taſte, Colour, and Virtue. © * | . 
Regard muſt likewiſe be had to the different Way of living, 
and Kinds of Aliment, from whence the Cauſe of Epidemic Diſ- 
eaſes differ in their Nature, Matter, Texture, Power and Virtue 
and affect the Structure and Motion of the Body in a preternatu- 
ral Manner. Theſe Cauſes and concurrent Circumſtances being 
known, an epidemic Diſeaſe may be predicted, and the beſt Me- 
thods of Cure be adviſed. This indeed is a difficult Taſk, but 
the Hopes of performing it are not altogether to be diſpaired of, 
eſpecially if ſkilful Phyſicians, well inſtructed in the Nature of 
Things, would unite their Counſels, and obſerve in divers Places 
every Day in the Year, the Changes of Weather, the different 
Seaſons, the Diverſity and Change of the Winds, the State of the 
Barometers and Thermometers, as well as Hygrometers; deter- 
mining the Differences of Moiſture and Dryneſs, Heat and Cold; 
the Situation of Places, the particular Kind of Diet, eſpecially . 
that which coincides with epidemic Diſeaſes, what Symptoms 
theſe are attended with, what their common Event is, what 
Medicines are ſalutary, and what noxious, by | 
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Of diſtinguiſhing one Diſeaſe from another, 


HE Method of diſtinguiſhing the various Kinds of Fevers 
is prefixed before the Account of theſe Diſeaſes, and there- 
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fore is omitted in this Place. I ſhall therefore proceed to the moſt 
frequent and common Diſtempers of a different Sort, eſpecially 
thoſe that ſeem nearly ally'd to each other, and for that Reaſon

more liable to be miſtaken; which may miſlead the Practitioner 
into the moſt fatal Errors. | e 

I I ſhall begin with Hemerrhages, and particularly ſpitting of 
Blood, or an Hæmoptyſis; which is a Reſection of florid Blood 
from the Lungs. This ſhould be carefully diſtinguiſhed from 
bloody Spittle, which proceeds from the Oeſophagus; Fauces, and 
Noſtrils, and is rather brought up by hawking than by coughing 3 
beſides, it is not ſo copious, it is mixt with Phlegm, and is of an 
obſcure bloody Colour. Likewiſe a true Hæmoptyſis may be 
known fromi that ſpitting of Blood, which proceeds in a ſmaller 
Quantity, from a Diſorder of the Veſſels of the Aſpera arteria, 
and is brought up with coughing, and is commonly attended with 
itching, and a ſalt Taſte. An Hæmoptyſis differs greatly from 
vomiting of Blood, becauſe in the former the Blood is thin, very 
florid, arterial, and not brought up without Labour and Strain- 
ing; whereas, in vomiting of Blood it is brought up without 
coughing, it is thick, coagulated, and black, and chiefly proceeds 

from the Veins. Neither is vomiting of Blood of one ſingle Spe- 
cies, but as it differs with Regard to its Cauſes, ſo it requires a 
different Method of Cure. One Kind proceeds from a corroding 
Cauſtick, contained in the Stomach, as in Poiſons and violent 
Emetics; another Sort proceeds from an impetuous Motion of 
the Blood, brought from other Parts to the Veſſels of the Sto- 

mach, which are eaſily burſt, as is the Caſe from a Suppreſſion 
of the uſual ſanguineous Evacuations; this Kind of Vomiting 
generally obſerves ſome ſtated Periods. x | 

In the Kinds of bloody Urine one proceeds from a rough Stone, 
lacerating the Urethra, or its Veſſels, which is not very common, 
even to nephritic Perſons ; and then a ſmall Quantity of Blood 
is voided. But if it is attended with a violent Impetus of the 
Blood, and flows violently to the Kidneys from other Parts, it is 
generally without Mixture, and without any particular Complaint 
or Senfation ; and when it ſeparates from the Urine, is not red, 
but of a browniſh yellow Colour. A Diſorder not unlike this 
attacks Perſons advanced in Years, who are full of Blood and 
Humours, but often without any Danger. Pang: 

That Flux of Blood which ſometimes happens to pregnant Wo- 
men, without any Danger to Health, ought to be diſtinguiſhed 
from that which threatens Abortion. If it only happens periodi- 
cally for three or four Months, then it is ſalutary, but if the Flux 
be large, and proceeds from the Veſſels of the Uterus, it is dan- 

erous both to the Mother and Fætus. If the Flux is violent, it 
SES a total Separation of the Secundines, and that Abortion 
will follow; if it be moderate, the Fœtus may be ſaved. If this 
Flux correſponds with the Period of the Catamenia and 5 Os 
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dun in eloſtd and without Pain, the Flux does not proceed from 


thence. 


Moreover, 4 Flux of the Piles or Hæmorrboids is to be well 
from a Dyſentery, ſince they both agree in this; 
that in both Diſorders the Blood is mixed with the Excrements. 
In che Piles the Blood flows without any Pain, or Spaſms, — 
is ſometimes critical and healthy; on the contrary, a Dyſentery 
attended with the moſt violent Spaſms and painful Gripes, — as | 
whole Body is in high Diſorder; ſpecially if the ſmall Inteſtines 


= are affected; for then, on the firſt Days, there are Vomiting, 


Hicooughing, Anxieties of the Præcordia, Loſs of Appetite, and 
Weakneſs. The white Dyſentery differs little in its Nature 

from the red; in the white little Blood comes away, but a great 
Quantity of Mucus is excreted ; but in the red the Blood is more 
copious, with ſmall Pieces of F Ums, or fleſhy Fibres. | 
We now come to Pains, of which thoſe of the Head are moſt 


common. If the Head-ach is cauſed by a more impetuous Con- 


geſtion of Blood in the Head, with Heat, Redneſs and Swelling 
of the Face, and a great Pulſation of the Arteries of the Neck 
and Temples ; the Pain and Heat ſometimes extend as far as the 
Bulbs of the Eyes, with Coldneſs of the Extremities. If the Head- 


ach is inveterate, and the Offspring of venereal Contagion, it is 


generally more violent in the Night, is fixt to a certain Part, and 
the Skin is often raiſed by a Kind of Swelling. Beſides, the 
Cauſe of a Pain in the Head often lies in the external Parts of 


the Skull and Pericranium, for if it is in the Membranes of the 


Brain, it is attended with a Vertigo, Redneſs of the Eyes, a Stu- 
por, Oblivion, Difficulty of Hearing, and even a Pally, or an A- 


poplexy precedes or follows it. 


Another Cauſe of the Head- ach is an Effuſion of Serum and 
Blood, from the Veſſels into the Sinuoſities of the Bones of the 
Forehead ; in this Caſe the Pain is obſtinate, ſharp, fixed, and 


ſituated in the Bottom of the Forehead, . and above the Eyes, 


never ceaſing Night or Day. Sometimes the Head is diſordered 


'from Crudities in the Stomach which appear from Belching, 


Inflammations, and Spaſms of the Prime Viæ, and the Pain 


is increaſed by flatulent Food, but is leſſened by vomiting 


and evacuating Stomachics. Another Cauſe of a Head: ach, but 
lefs known, is the extravaſated Eympha in the Ventricles of the 
Brain, where it ſtagnates and is not carried off by the Infundibul::m 


or pituitary Gland; in which Caſe the inward Parts of the 


Head are continually in Pain, which cannot more certainly be 
eaſed than by abſtaining from Drink, and taking Things which 


- evacuate Serum, or LAU, in cachectic and cacochymic Diſ- 


orders,

The Cardlalgia Exceeds all other Pains for harpnefs. It is 4 
aſmodic Pain in either Orifice of the Stomach. - Sometimes the 
uſe of it is in the Stomach, and is a ſharp, cauſtic Matter, as in 
- Caſe of a Poiſon ; in the bilious Paſſion or Dyfentery it proceeds 
from a very ſharp cauſtic Bile: Another Cardialgia proceeds 
from a Suppreſſion of the uſual fangtinedus Evacuations, which 
regurgitates to the nervous Membranes of the Stomach. The Cure 
conſiſts in Bleeding and Cupping; but when it proceeds from a 
ſharp cauſtic Matter, the Pain muſt be appeaſed by Demulcents, 
oily temperating Medicines, Aﬀes Milk, or a faturated Infuſion 
of Camomile Flowers with Cream, as alſo abſorbent Powders. 
A Cardialgia ſhould be well diſtiiguiſhed from a painful Inflation 
f the Stomach, when it is wonderfully diſtended with Wind. 
this Diſorder the Pain is under the ſpurious Ribs, chiefly on 
the left Side, and under the Pit of the Stomach towards the 
right ; the Tamor is like a Bladder diſtended with Wind, and 
is not uncommon; it brings on a great Difficulty of breathing 
with Anxiety; it is the greater the more the Diaphragm is 
thruft upwards by the diſtended Stomach, and hinders the Ex- 
panſion of the Lungs. This Diforder is moſt common to ſucking 
Infants, when the Milk ſtagnates in the Stomach, and being coa- 
gulated and corrupted is rarefied into Wind. It is pretty com- 
mon to hypochondrical Perſons, eſpecially if they eat too freely, 
for by Indigeſtion a great Deal of Wind is generated, 
It is likewiſe neceffary to diſtinguiſh the Pain of the Colic, from 
that of a Stone deſcending by the Ureters, for in the Stone of the 
Kidneys there is a deep preſſing Pain, which ſeems to be fixt in the 
Lins, attended with a little Shivering; it likewiſe is attended with 
Vomiting and Pains in the _— when the Stone is p 
downward through the urinary Paſſages; then the Pain extends 
to the Region of the Os Iſchium, and brings on a Stupor of the 
Thigh of the affected Side: There are likewiſe frequent Inclina- 


tions of making Water, which is attended with a Strangury, and 


Gravel often comes away. But the Pain of the Colic is other- 
wiſe, for then the Pain and Gripes are more about the Navel, 


ſhifting from Place to Place, and the Belly is often diſtended with 


Wind. But it often happens that the Colic is nephritic, which 
may be known from grievous Pains in the Belly, Coſtiveneſs, Vo- 
miting, Head-ach, Coldneſs of the Extremities, a Stimulus to 
make Water, till the Fit being ended Gravel comes away. The 
*olic which torments Hypochondriacs lies in the ny ng 
and. the left Side is apt to ſwell from Wind in the Flexures of 
the Colon, and this Pain returns oftener than the Colic. 
If Wind is the Cauſe of the Pain of the Inteſtines, then there 
is a great Inflation of the Abdomen, which is ſometimes ſo — 
25 * 
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that there is a Wind Rupture in the Region of the Navel. When 
Perſons are ſubject to this Diſeaſe it proceeds from a Refrigeration 
of the Abdomen, or the Feet, or from feculent Drink, flatulent 
Food, eſpecially if cold Liquor is drank aſter it. As many Per- 
ſons who are troubled with the Gravel are liable to a flatulent Co- 
lic, the nephritic Colic is often confounded with it. 
But if the Pain of the Inteſftines is attended with F latulencies, : 
great Anxiety, and a tenſive Pain of the Back, with Coſtiveneſs 
which returns upon the ſlighteſt Occaſion, and the Face is ca- 
chectic, then the Cauſe of the Diſorder generally lies in the Viſ- 
ceraof the Abdemen, through which the Blood does not circulate 
readily and freel but ſtagnates in the Volume of the Inteſtin 
and Ending no Exit —— h the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, it conti- 
nues between the ——— of the Inteſtines, diſtending and 
them; whence proceeds the Colic, which is called con- 
vulſive, becauſe the nervous Syſtem is grievouſſy afflicted thereby. 
This Stagnation of the Blood if it proceeds from a Suppreſſion of 
the Hzmorrhoids, produces a violent Pain in the Inteſtines, 
which is ſaid to be hzmorrhoidal ; and if it proceeds from an Ir- 
regularity of the Menſes in Women, the Blood returns back to 
the Volume of the Inteſtines, and produces Gripes which are 
called an hyſteric Colic. Another Kind of Colic is the bilious, 
and is common to Men of choleric Conſtitutions, prone to Anger 
and of great Senſibility. This is generally attended with Vomit- 
ing, the Head-ach, or a Diarrhea, and becauſe the free Deſcent 
of the Bile to the Inteſtines is hindered by a ſpaſmodic Conſtric- 
tion, it regurgitates to the Habit of the Body and produces a yel- 
low Colour in the Face. 
It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh a convulſive Colic from the 
other Kinds; for it diſturbs the nervous and membraneous 
Parts of the whole Body by Conſent, in a terrible Manner, inſo- 
much that a violent Spaſm is ſpread through the whole Syſtem of 
Nerves, and then not only the Stomach and Inteſtines are drawn 
upwards and downwards with obſtinate Coftiveneſs, but the 
Muſcles of the Belly and Navel are drawn inward. If the Nerves 
of the Lungs are affected by the Violence of the Spaſm, the 
N is very ſhort and difficult, with a ſtrong Motion of the 
Thorax. When the Diſorder encreaſes the Membranes of the 
Brain and Nerves are affected, whence a Vertigo, Scotomia, light 
Delirium, Watching, and great Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, 
with a moſt violent Agitation of the Feet and Arms, which not 
ſeldom ends in a Palſy of theſe Parts. 
Workers in Metals are greatly ſubject to this Diſeaſe, eſpecially 
thoſe that are concerned in melting Lead, and draw the Steams 
in with their Breaths, Likewiſe the ſcorbutic and cachectic 
| 5 ae 
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" are liable to this Diſeaſe, as well as thoſe in whom the hæmor- 
rhoidal Flux is ſuppreſſed, or irregular, or who have had an Ague 
imprudently cured with Aftringents. Sometimes it proceeds from 
Worms, or from a Stone in the b:1:ous Ducts. Hence we plain- 
ly ſee the Fault is not material, moveable, or eafily corrected or 
evacuated, as in the flatulent and bilious Colic, but is rather in 
the nervous membranaceous Parts, which are readily brought into 
theſe ſpaſtic Motions, Likewiſe the Cardialgia, and convulſive 
Pain of the Inteſtines, in very ſenſible Bodies, proceeds from ſtrong 
Affections of the Mind, Terror 5 frequent Anger 2 ſpirituous Li- 
quors and the like. 7 ˙ ods ann 5d 
There are great Miſtakes committed with Regard to the Gout 
and Rheumatiſm. The Pain in both is ſpaſtic, and infeſts the mem- 
branaceous Parts with Redneſs, Heat, Pain, Swelling and Loſs 
of Motion; but the arthritic Pain proceeds from'a ſharp tartare- 
ous Serum in the Joints, and the Rheumatiſm is derived from a 
ſerous ſalino=cauſtick Matter, fituated externally in the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and Ligaments of the Joints. In the Gout 
the mucous Glands of the Joints, and glandulous Ligaments con- 
tain the arthritick Matter: On the contrary, the ftagnating acrid 
Serum of the Rheumatiſm too plentifully congeſted in the Veſſels | 
from the Blood, is collected between the Interſtices of the Mem- 
branes and Muſcles. Whence the Reaſon appears why the Cure 
of the Rheumatiſm is more eaſy than that of the Gout, and why 
Is will mitigate the Pains of the former, and not of the

ference between Pains of the Joints, of the Legs, or Feet, with 
Tenſion, Stiffneſs, Imbecillity of moving and raging epidemically, 
and true arthritick Pains. At ſometimes, and in ſome Conſtitu- 
tions of the Air, we frequently hear of Pains in the Legs, of 
which ſome are tenſive, others obtuſe and dull; others pungent, 
lying among the Bones of the Tarſus and Metatarſus, with Im- 
mobility, Stupor, and Rigidity of theſe Parts; which Pain is in- 
creaſed by Motion. Thoſe are ſubject to it who are bled in the 
Foot, and expoſe themſelves to a cold Air, after which comes on, 
Weakneſs of the affected Member, and then Pain, which con- 
tinues for ſome Months, and is miſtaken for the Gout; but there

In a convulſive, or hooping Cough, that is violent 
and dry, the Cauſe is chiefly.in the nervous Coats of the Stomach, 
and there is a violent Concuffion of the whole Thorax with a 
deep Sound; this is greatly increaſed after cold Drink or Acids. 
In this obſtinate Cough the Hypochondria generally are diſordered, 
or there is a ſcorbutic and ſalt Diatheſis mixt with the Blood; 
wherefore this Cough is not unfrequently attended with a miliary

The Afthma i is a common Diſeaſe, and has: various Cauſes, 
which are variouſly ſeated, that makes divers Kinds of this 
Diſeaſe. The common N is in the Stomach, and then it is 
a flatulent Aſthma ; for the Stomach being inflated, hinders, the 
free Deſcent of the Diaphragm. This is common to the Hypo- 
chondriac, who have a Weakneſs of the Stomach, from hr :

A convulſive Aſthma 
and different from that which is humoral or ſanguuinesus; for 
it is perodical, and comes on at certain Intervals, chiefly in the

There is oſten 
a cold Sweat, which continues for twenty Hours and more, and 
brings on a Fainting. There is generally perceived a conſtrictive 
Compreſſion of the Thorax, which is often extended to the Neck. 
In this Diſeaſe a Diſorder of the Viſcera, of the Abdomen, is gene- 
rally preſent; eſpecially of the Liver, whence a Cachexy ariſes. 
But if the Aſthma. proceeds from a polypous Concretion in the _

Laſtly, which is commonly the Caſe, the Cauſe of the convulſive 4 
and ſuffocating Aſthma, is a great Extravaſation of Water in the 
Cavity of the Thorax; out of the Paroxyſm there is a fixed Pain 
in the Side of the Thorax, where the Water is contained, and

The Difference is not leſs between a canvulſiue A/thma, and a 
ſuffocating Catarrh ; for this is a Kind of Palſy affecting the 
Nerves, which ſerve for Reſpiration, and comes on unawares z 
with great Anxiety and Wheezing, the Face is ſwelled and looks 
red, and Suffocation is at Hand.

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_ E ſolid Parts are nothing but a Maſs of ſeveral Pipes or 


Veſſels, ., which. contain a Liquor, and of Nerves, which 
diſtribute the animal Spirits. 

All the Veſſels have an Elaſticity, which: brings their Sides 
nearer to each other, and diminiſhes their Diameter, when the 
Quantity of Fluid contained therein is diminiſhed. When the 
Fluid nk to circulate through them, the Sides unite, and 
quitd deſtroy the Cavity. 

All the ſolid Parts of the Body, though equally compoſed of 
Veſſels, are different with Regard to their Conſiſtence; ſome 
are hard, and others are foft. The hard, ſuch as the — 
and Cartilages, give Firmneſs and Attitude to the Body, and ſu- 
ſtain the other Parts. The ſoft Parts, either alone, or with the 
hard, ſerve to execute the Functions. 

The ſolid Parts are commonly divided into ſimilar or ſimple, 
and diſſimilar or compounded, or organic. 

The ſimilar Parts are the Fibres, the Membranes, the Boney. 
the Ligaments, the Muſcles, the Tendons, the Aponeuroſes, the 
Glands, the Veins, the ſecretory or excroddiry Canals, the N res, 
and the common Teguments.

ſome are ſoft, flexible, and a little elaſtic ; theſe are hol- 

low like ſmall Pipes, or ſpungeous and full of little Cells, as 
the nervous and fleſhy Fibres ; others are more ſolid and flexible 
with a ſtrong Elaſticity or Spring, as the membranous and 
cartilaginous ; a third Sort are fad and inflexible as the Fibres 
of the Bones.

The Bowxs are the hardeſt Parts of an human Body. 
The Subſtance of a Bone is a Web of ſolid Fibres, differently 
difpoſed according to the Conformation of each Bone. They 
are compoſed of "three Subſtances ; a Compact, a Spungious or 
Cellular. and a Reticular. The compact Subſtance is the ex- 
ternal Part of the Bone, which is compoſed of ſeveral La- 
mine, laid one on the other. The cellular Subſtance is at the 
Extremities of the long Bones. The reticular is formed of 
flender Threads, which er from and croſs the Nangisus 
Subſtance. 

Theſe three Subſtances are always i in che long and round 
Bones, but in the flat Bones, for Inſtance of the Skull, there is 
no reticular Subſtance; but the compact Subſtance forms two 
Tables, between which the ſpungious lies. | 

All the Cavities of the reticular and cellular Subſtance anſwer 
to each other, and are lined with a very fine Membrane, full 
of Blood Veſſels ; which may bo called the internal Peri- 

eum. 
woe he Arteries depolite an oily Subſtance: into theſe Celle, 
which is called Marrow, that which fills the Intervals of the 
reticular Subſtance is as liquid as Oil; that in the Cavities of the 
long Bones has a greater Conſiſtence. The Membrane j 
ſpoke of, is tied to the Bone by ſmall Veſſels, and by Fibres, 
which proceed from the Membrane, into the Pores of the Bones. 

By theſe Pores the Marrow is conveyed into the Subſtance of 
the Bones, which renders them leſs brittle. 

The TEETH are true Bones fixt in Alveoli, or Sockets. | 

That Part of the Tooth contained in the Alveolus is the Root, 
through the Extremity of which, an Artery, Vein, and Nerve 
are conveyed into the Subſtance of the Tooth. Theſe ſerve 
to nouriſh the Teeth and to render them ſenſible ; that Part of 
the Teeth out of the Alveoli is covered with a white hard Sub- 
ſtance. called Enamel, which grows again, eſpecially in young 
Perſons, when it is deſtroyed. The Root is covered with 
a Membrane which proceeds from that which lines the Al- 
veolus. 

The Uſe of the Bones is to ſupport and bound the reſt of the 
Body. They are covered externally with fine Membranes, call- 
ed Purioftca, The Covering of the Skull is called the Pe- 
ricranium. 

The PeR10sTEUM is a cloſe Web, which is s attached to the 
Bone by ſmall] Threads and ſanguineous Vellels, as _ 

\ p erves 
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Nerves which enter the: Pores of the Bones, and. give them a 
Kind of Senſibility, and which communicate with the internal 
Perigſſeum. The Perioſtaum ſerves to 1 uſtain a great Number 
of Nerves, which render it very ſenſible, and an Infinity of 
ſmall capillary Veſſels. Theſe Veſſels ſerve to convey Nourifh-' 
ment thereto, which is prepared and ſeparated from the Blood by 
the Periaſteum; from whence it is carried and depoſited into the 


Subſtance of the Bones. This, when the Bones are broken, 
ſerves to reunite them, and replaces the Subſtance that is 


exfoliated. - r | | 
The CARTILAGEs are white, ſmooth, poliſhed, ſupple, and 


_ elaſtic Subſtances, void of Cavities and Marrow. They are not 


ſo. hard as the Bones, and harder than other Parts. They 
cover the Extremities of the Bones of the Joints ; increaſe the 
Volume and Extent: of the Bones, and ſerve to unite them more 
cloſely. All the Cartilages of the Joints are covered with a 


Membrane called Periabondrium. 


The LiGAMENTS are white, fibrous, cloſe compaCted Sub- 


| ſtances, more ſupple and more pliant than the Cartilages, hard to 
break, and are extended with Difficulty ; they ſerve to join, to 


bound and to preſerve certain Parts. . 
The MusCLEs are Maſſes compoſed of reddiſh Fibres, which 


are more long or ſhorty. and are covered with a proper Mem- 
brane. The Extremities of the Muſcles are generally termi- 


nated with white, ſlender, compact Fibres, which form a round 
Body, called a Tendon. When they compoſe a thin, flat, and 
broad Kind of Membrane, it is called an Aponeuroſis. The red 
ſoft Part is commonly called Fleſh. - {7 | 
There are two Sorts of Muſcles, ſome are hollow as the 
Heart, Arteries, Stomach, Inteſtines, and Bladder ; their Uſe 


is to contain and compreſs the Fluids; the other Muſcles ſerve 
to move the other Parts of the Body. Their Action conſiſts 
chiefly in contracting the Fibres, by which they draw the dif- 


ferent Parts of the Body, by means of the Tendons. Theſe are 
5 principal Inſtruments of Motion both of the Solids and 
Fluids. | | 
The GLANDS are little Bodies, formed by the interweaving 
of Veſſels of every. Kind, covered with a Membrane, and de- 
ſtined to ſeparate ſome particular Fluid from the Maſs of Blood, 
or to perfect the Lymph. Thoſe which ſeparate a Fluid from 
the Blood are called conglomerate. Thus the Kidneys which 
ſeparate the Urine from the Blood are called conglomerate _ 
Glands. / Thoſe which ſerve to perfect the Lymph are term - 
ed conglobate. Thus the Glands 5 the Groin, the Armpits, ns 
: 1% | 2 thoſe 
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thoſe of the Meſentery, which has no other Function, are ſaid t 
be conglobate. 

Of the Veſſels, ſome contain the Blood, others the Lymph, 

others again ſerve to filtrate a particular Fluid. The ſanguine- 
ous Veſlels are of two Kinds, the Arteries and the Veins : The 
ARTERIES are elaſtick Tubes which proceed from the Heart, 
from whence they receive the Blood, and convey it to all Parts 
of the Body. They are of a conical Fi igure, whoſe Baſis is to- 
wards the Heart. Thus the more the Fluid is diſtant from the 
Heart, the greater Friction there is, and the flower is the 
Motion. | 
The VEins are only a Continuation of the laſt Biß ons of 
the Arteries, and return the ſuperfluous Blood to the Heart. 
The Arteries have two Motions, the one of Dilatation, the 
other of Contraction ; the firſt is called Diaftole, the ſecond 
Sy/tele, theſe oppoſite Motions form what we call the Pulſe. 
be Veins have no ſenſible Motion, but they contain Valves 
at certain Diſtances from each other, which hinder the Blood 
from returning back. The Arteries as well as the Veins have 
Trunks at firſt, which are divided into greater and ſmaller 
Branches. The fineſt Ramifications are called pay Veſ- 
ſels. 

The capillary Fe of the Arteries are united to the 
capillary Extremities of the Veins; the former tranſmit the 
Blood which ſerves for Nouriſhment, and the latter carry it 
back to the Heart. 

The LymPHaTic VESSELS are divided into Arteries and 
Veins ; the lymphatic Arteries are ſmall tranſparent Veſſels, 
much finer than the ſanguineous capillary Arteries, from 
whence they proceed, and convey an aqueous Fluid called Lym- 
Pha to all Parts of the Body. The lymphatic Veins are only 
a Continuation of the Arteries of the fame Name which carry 
Part of the Lympha back into the Blood. 

The lecteal Veſſels are called lymphatic Veins, becauſe they 
Teceive the white Chyle from the Inteſtines, being full of Lympha 
when that Fluid is abſent. 

The Canals deſigned for Secretions are called ſecretory ad 
excretory. The ſecretory Veſſels are thoſe which ſeparate a par- 
ticular Fluid from the Blood, and are thoſe which principally ' 
compoſe the conglomerate G linds.. The excretory Veſſels are 
thoſe which receive the ſecreted Fluid, and depoſite it in certain 
Parts, or carry it out of the Body. 

The NeRves are white cylindrical Cords, which E 
from the Prain and ſpinal Marrow; they are covered by the 
Dura Mater, and are diftributcd i into a. 1 Parts of the Body. They

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are compoſed of an Aſſemblage of very fine hollow Threads, 
through which a moſt ſubtle Fluid is conveyed,” which they re- 
ceive from the Brain. By Means of this Fluid, called ani 
Spirits, the Nerves are the Principium of Motion and Perception,

The MEMBRANA ADIPOSA- is a Web of ſeveral very fine 
membranous Leaves, in which there are an infinite Number of 
fine tranſparent Veſicles or Gellulz. It is placed on the internal 
Surface of the Skin, and enters between the Fibres of the Muſcles, 
and has a Communication with the Plura and Peritenaum. The 


Tanguineous Arteries depoſite an oily and unctuous Juice into theſe 


Cells, which condenſing more or leſs is called Fat. 


The SK 1N, according to the modern Anatomiſts, is com- 
pounded of four Parts. The firſt and internal is properly the 
Skin, which is compoſed of membranous, tendinous, and nervous 
Fibres, and is full of Veſſels which are chiefly lymphatic. This 
Web may be ſtretched greatly every Way; on its internal Surface 
there are two Kinds of ſmall Glands ſet therein, whoſe ex- 
cretory Ducts open on the external Surface of the Skin, the 
firſt are called miliary, and the ſecond ſebacious. © 5 | 

The ſecond Part of the Skin is called the papillary Body, and 
conſiſts of ſmall Eminencies, as are ſeen on the external Surface, 
which are called Papille, Pyranudales. They are formed by the 
capillary Threads of the Nerves, diſtributed in the Skin, and are 
the Organs of touching.

The third Part is the reticular Body. It is a mucous Subſtance

The PIA Marz is a fine, delicate, double Aalen 
which lies under the Dura Mater, and immediately covers tbe 
Subſtance of the Brain. Its inner Membrane is much larger 
than its outward, for it runs in betwixt all the Foldings and 
Circumvolutions 'of the Brain, to ſeparate them, and to ſuſtain 
the Blood Veſſels. 

„The Ba Alx is the whole Maſs contained within the Bones 
of the Skull. It is divided into the Brain properly ſo called, the 
Cerebellum and the Medulla Oblongata; to which may be join- 
ed the ſpinal Marrow contained in the Canal formed by the. 
Vertebræ. 

The Brain properly ſo called is compoſed. of two Subſtances 3 
the firſt is the external, which is of an aſhy Colour, and the in- 
ternal which is of a white Colour; the latter is called the Sub- 
flantia Medullaris, and reaches to the Extremity of the ſpinal 
Marrow, where it divides into Fibres ; this, according to ſome” 
Antaomiſts, is an Aſſemblage of the fine excretory Veſſels which 
proceed from the glandulous, aſhy, or cortical Subſtance, and 
wherein the Nerves have their Origin. 

The CABEBEILUx is likewiſe compoſed of an a and 
medullary Subſtance, but differently ſituated. 

The MzaDpuLLa OBLONGATA is a Prolongation of the | 
medullary Subſtance of the Brain and Cerebellum. The Fibres 
whereof it is compoſed, croſs in ſuch a Manner, that thoſe on 
the right Hand paſs to the left, and thoſe on the left Hand to the 

ight. From the Medulla Oblongata the ten Pair of Nerves 
are derived which paſs out of the Skull. As the Fibres of 
the medullary Subſtance croſs each other, the Nerves croſs 
likewiſe, that is to ſay thoſe which come from the right paſs to 
the left, and thoſe which come from. the left paſs to * right. 
Hence it is ſaid, that the Palſy, when it is a Conſequence of the 
Compreſſion of ſome Part of the Brain, is generally on the 
contrary Side to that of the Part which is compreſſed. 

The MEputLAa Six AL Is is a Continuation of the Me- 
dulla Oblongata, and ſeems to be compoſed of two Subſtances, 
the one white and the other aſh- coloured: The firſt is the ex- 
ternal, and the ſecond is the internal Part.

The Ears which are the Organs of hearing,” have two Parts, 
the external and the internal. The outward Ear, the Canal 
which is contiguous thereto, the ceruminous Glands ſcattered in 
the Membrane which lines the Canal, and the Membrane of 
the Tympanum or Drum, which lies at the Extremity of this 
Canal, form the firſt of the two Parts; the Drum and the 
Labyrinth form the ſecond.

The Teeth, the Tongue, the Lips, and the ſalival Fluid 
fltred: through the Glands of the ſame Name, are the Or- 
gans of Maſtication or Chewing. The excretory DuRs of 
the ſalival Glands empty themſelves into the Mouth. The 

principal ſalival Glarids are the parotid, the maxillary, and 
the ſublingual. + The parotid are placed between the Canals 
of the Ear and the Angle of the lower Jaw. Their excre- 
tory Ducts paſs to the middle of the Mouth over the maſ- 
ſeter Muſcle, and afterwards pierce the buccinator Muſcle 
near the third Grinder of the Teeth. 

The maxillary Glands are ſituated under each Angle of the 
lower Jaw.

Theſe Glands are the principal, and yet there are a preat 
Number of others that are ſmall,, ſpread under the Mem- 
brane which lines the Mouth, and which take their Names 
from their Situation.

On their Surface there are ſeveral little Holes which anſwer 
to excretory Ducts.

The Oeſephagus is a Canal or Pipe by Which the Aliment 1 
en, from the Mouth to the Stomach: The Tongue 
puſhes it into the Pharynx, which is the upper Part of 
this Canal; the "Tongue and the Oz/ophagus are conſequently 
the Organs of ſwallowing. 

The Trachea Arteria, the upper. End of which is called © 
the Larynx, is the Canal by which the Air paſles and re- 
paſſes into and from the Lungs: It is compoſed of Cartila- 
ges and Muſcles, and is the Organ of Voice. At the 
anterior and upper Part of this Canal is ſeated a Gland, 
which is called Thyroid, whoſe Uſe is unknown. 

The TROoRAx or Breaſt contain the principal Organs of 
the Circulation and Reſpiration.

extravaſated, it excites fatal Symptoms, as an Apoplexy in the 


Brain, Fevers, Convulſions, Epilepſies, and by Conſent of Parts

nates in the Veſſels of the Brain, it cauſes a Phrenſy; in the

Death ; in the Subſtance of the Muſcles it turns to a Sphacelus or 
However, the Inſpection of the Blood is not entirely uſe- 


leſs, for when it is thick, black, and coagulates ſpeedily, it will 
not circulate freely through the capillary Veſſels, whence Ob- 
ſtructions and chronical Diſeaſes will ariſe; and if through 
Commotions of the Body and Mind, or intenſe Cold, or 


painful and ſpaſmodic Contractions of the inward Parts, it is 


forced into the ſmall lymphatic Veſſels, grievous and fatal In- 
flammations will ariſe ; for in the Pleuriſy, Peripneumony, the 


Serum is almoſt always like Glue. Therefore this Kind of 


Blood ſhould be amended with Alkalines, Volatiles, Diluents, 


and ſalutary mineral Waters. 


When the Blood is too chin, florid, and of a bright red, it 


is not always good ; eſpecially if it wants Serum, and does not 
coagulate. For in this Caſe there are too many alkaline Salts, 
as in gouty and. ſcorbutic Patients, or there is too great an inte- 
ſtine Heat, as in ſlow and hectic Fevers; or the ſulphureous 
Parts are too predominant, from a free Uſe of Wine and Spices, 
eſpecially in Perſons of a bilious Conſtiution.

Theſe Fluids are ſeparated from the Blood, partly to per- 
—— ſome Function, or for the Preſervation of the Body; partly 
becauſe they are ſuperfluous, and would become ann, 
Theſe ſhall be examined in their Order.. 

The Matter of inſenſible Perſpiration is a fine ſubtile F luid, 
which exhales from the Body in the Form of a - Vapour, and 
proceeds from the whole Surface, and from every Cavity. When 
it proceeds from the Lungs, it is called pulmonary Perſpiration, 
that which flies off ſrom the Pores of the Skin, is termed cutane- 
ous Perſpiration. 

This Evacuation is called inſenſible, becauſe-it lo nenen 
ble to the Eyes, and yet it is more copious than a'l the reſt of 
the Evacuations. Many Experiments. prove its. Exiſtence. If 
you paſs your Finger over the Surface of a Looking-glaſs, or any 
other poliſhed Body, it will leave a Track of Moiſture. If you 
ry» your naked Head near a white Wall, expcfed to the Sun, 
the Shadow of the Vapours which proceed from the Pores of the 
Skin, may be plainly ſeen. If you breathe upon Glaſs, you 
may perceive it covered with ſmall Drops of Water: The Va- 
pours which proceeds from the Lungs, are in Winter con- 
denſed by the Cold, and form a Kind of bluiſh Miſt, proceeding 


from the Mouth. Other Experiments probe that it is more co- 85 


pious than the reſt of the Evacuations. San&orins has obſerved, 

that of eight Pounds of Aliment, five go off by inſenſible per- 
ſpiration. Hence we may learn how much the Animal Oecono- 
my is diſordered, when this Perſpiration is ſtopped by too cold an 
Air, which en the Pores, or when the Matter is too 
thick. | 

As there are no Glands which Sk fon the Excretion of 
this Fluid, it is ſuppoſed to proceed from the Pores or the Ex- 
tremities of the capillary Arteries, which are exceedingly ſmall, 
This Evacuation is more copious in Summer than in Winter; 
before a good Fire than in cold Air; when the Body is in Mo- 
tion; during Digeſtion rather than before Meals; and in a ne 
Country than in a cold. 

Its Matter is aqueous and ſaline, and ſeechs to have a great 
Anal6gy with the Urine, becauſe in a healthy 8 State, the Increaſe 
of one diminiſhes the other. 

Its Uſe is to preſerve the Buppleneſs of the Potille: of the 
Skin. It carries the ſaline Particles off from the Blood, and 
renders it more pure by this Nleans. Beſides, a free Perſpira- 
tion preſerves the Body from various Diſeaſes, and is of extraor- 
dinary Ufe in promoting their - Cure; for it is obſervable in tlie 
Summer Months, when Perſpiration is greateſt, Men are leſs 
apt to be ſick, and fewer die. The Spairns which affect the

I The VLiſorders which proceed from a Suppreſſion of Perſpira- 
tion, are great and dangerous, for it increaſes the impure Juices, 
and diſpoſes them to Corruption and Putrefaction, whence 
proceed - univerſal Diſeaſes, ſuch as Fevers and Cachexies, 
Which are tainted with ſomething of Malignity. 
I Thus in every Seaſon of the Year, when Perſpiration is 
ſuppreſſed, Diſeaſes are generated; hence in the Spring pro- 
;cecd Madneſs, Hzmorrhages, Epilepſies, Quinſies, Gout, Rheums, 
Coughs, Lippitudes, Abſceſſes, Puſtules, Rheumatiſms, the, 
Emall-pox, Meaſles, catarrhal and continual Fevers. For when 
the Atmoſphere is unequal and changeable, that is, ſometimes 
moiſt, ſometimes hot, ſometimes cold, and ſometimes windy, as 
in Mareb, Diſeaſes are generally rife. For when the Air be- 
comes warm from putrid Moiſture, which has long ſtagnated 
in the Earth, and the corruptible Exhalations begin to be diſ- 
lved, it is dangerous to be abroad, and to continue long in 
this Kind of Air; eſpecially if the Body be we. 
Even the Diſeaſes which happen in Summer, ſuch as ardent, 
bilious, continual and intermitting Fevers, are not ſo much ow- 
ing to Heat and Dryneſs, as to a cold moiſt Air, which predo - 
minates early in the Morning, and in the Evening. 
The Aatumn, according to the Experience of all ſkilful Phyſi-

Oil mixed with Water, by the Means of Sa'ts, and the Motion 
of the Arteries, Its Uſes are very gr eat, it moiſtens the Throat, 
preſerves it from the Injuries of the Air, and facilitates Speech. 
Being mixed with the Aliment, it renders Swallowing eaſy, and 
aſſiſts Digeſtion by its aqueous, ſaline, and ofy Parts. ; 
The Amygdale, or Aimunds, filter a, thick Humour, whoſe. 
Uſe is to lubricrate the neighbouring Farts iv. | 
The inward. Parts of the O. ſelbegus are moiſten d with a 
Fluid, filtred through the Glands of the Coat of this Organ. 
This Liquor facilitates Swallowing. ; 
In the fourth Tunic of the Stomach there are a great Number 
of ſmall Ducts, which anſwer to the glandulous Grains, placed 
in the looſe and ſpungious Web of the third Tunic. Theſe 
Glands excrete the ga/tric Fluid, or flomachal Juice, whoſe Uſe 
is to promote Digeſtion, and to cauſe an Appetite. This Juice 
is Clear, ſubtle, and. acrid in Animals, who have been lo 
hungry; but in its natural State it is analogous to the Saliva. 
The third Tunic of the Inteſtines contains a great Number of 
different glandulous Grains, which excrete a Liquor called the 
inteſtinal Lympha, which reſembles the Sali, and which aug 
ments the F Juidity of the Chyle. 
The Bile is a yellow F luid, which is bitter, a compoſed of 
25ueous, ſaline, reſinous, and ſulphureous Parts, greatly attenu- 
ed, and very intimately mix'd t eetber, Hence it is ſaponace-

Experiments convince us, that the Bile is a Mixture of Oil 
and an alkalious Salt, which make a Sort of a Soap, Hence 
ſame Authors call it the animal Soap.

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Reunion form a Canal called the Ductus Hepaticus. Other 
ſmall Canals, according to Winſlow and Verdiet, proceed from 
| theſe Pores of the Liver, and are called Hepatocyſtic, and carry 
the Bile into the Gall-bladder, from whence it proceeds from a 
Canal, which is named the Ductus cyſlicus. This Canal is 

joined with the Hepatic, and make together. one fingle Duct, 
termed the DuZus Choledochus, this common Canal depolites the 
- Bile in the Duadenum. 

The Bile which is found in the Gall-bladder, is very thick, 
very bitter, and very yellow. Compreſſions of the Muſcles of 
the Abdomen, the Contraction of its own fleſby Fibres, and 
eſpecially the Preſſure of the Stomach, when it is ſwl, forces 
the Bile into the Duodenum. That which proceeds from the he- 
=_ Duck, is more fluil, more tranſparent, and more ſoft, 
The Action of the Diaphragm, of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, 
and the progreſſive Motion of the Fluids, force the Bile out of 
this Canal into the Duodenum. 

The Uſe of the Bile is to divide the Chyle, to render i it more 
fluid and fweet, and to excite a certain Motion in the Inteſtines, 
The ie Bile has a purgative Quality, and is a Kind of natu- 
ral Clyſter, whence the Inteſtines are ſtimulated to the Ejection 

of the Faces, 

When the Bile is vitiated, it produces an Accumulation of 
+ Crudities in the Prime Vie, hence ariſes a Nauſea, Heat of 
the Stomach, Flatulencies, Coſtiveneſs, a Cachexy, Waſting; | 
wherefore all Bitters aſſiſt the Chylification, correct the Faults 
of the Prime Vie, and prevent many chronical Diſeaſes.” 

The Pancreatic Juice is an aqueous lympid Fluid, a little viſ- 
cous, and almoſt without Smell, Colour, or Taſte; 3 it is ſepa- 
rated from the arterial Blood in the Pancreas, which being con- 
veyed by the pancreatic Duct into the Duodenum, is diſcharged 
with the Bile through the Ductus Choledochus. 

This Juice is almoſt inſ pid i in its natural State, and is analo- 

us to the Saliva, Its Uſe is to moiſten the Maſs of Aliments 
in the Duzdenun, to ſoften the Bile, to render it more fluid, and 
to mix with it, in Order to diſſolve the Aliments more minutely, 
and to render the Chyle more fit, to enter the lacteal Veins. 
The Urine is a ſerous and faline Fluid of a Citron Colour, 
ſeparated from the Blood, which the emulgent Arteries carry to 
the Kiineys; from whence it deſcends, to the Bladder by the 
Ureters, and is emitted from Time to Time by the Canal of 
the Urethra. 

The Urine is therefore the Seroſity of the Blood, but not 
pure, for it is loaded with ſaline, ſulphureous, and "terreſtrial 
Particles; of which it is the Menuſiruum and the Vehicle. 1

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The Sides of the Bladder are guarded by a mucilaginous | 
Fluid, excreted by the Glands, which are between its Coats 3 "os 

which Means the urinous Salts make the leſs Impre flion upon 
it, This Fluid forms the Glair, which falls to the Bottom of 
the Veſſel, when a Perſon is afflicted with the Stone. 

It is obſetvable that there are three Sorts of Subſtances dil — 
rently placed, the Nubecu a, the Enzorema, and the H e/taſis. IS. 
The Nubecula is a Sort of a Pellicle, which ſwims near tie Top 
of the Urine, and conſiſts of the ſaline and fibrous Particles of 
the Blood, mixt with the Seroſity. When it is expoſed to the. 
Fire, it changes to a cruſtaceous Subſtance, "The E:@orema or 
Suſpenſion, is a white, light, ſpungious Matter, which ſwims 
in the Middle of the Urine, contiſting of Particles of a different 
Nature. The. Hypaſtaſis or Sediment, is a ſaline, ſu!phureous, 
and terreſtrial Ma ter, which precipitates to the Bottom of the 
Urine. hh 

The Urine of four-footed Beafts is troubled and muddy, that 
of Men is more clear and limpid; in Infants it is more pale and 
thick than that of middle aged Perſons. In the very old it is 
more clear, thin, and has not.ſo much Colour; in hot, bilious 
Conſtitutions it is more of a Saffron Colour; in the cold and pi- 
tuitous Pale; Wine Drinkers have it of a higher Colour; and 
more thick; 3 in thoſe that uſe much Exerciſe it is little and red; 
in the Idle it is pale with a large Sediment. After Meals it is co» 
pious, inſipid, light, raw, and without Smell; after long faſt- 
ing, it is of a higher Colour, acrid, and little Thoſe that 
ſweat much, make little Water, which is more muddy and 

ellow. | | 
: Diſeaſes cauſe a remarkable Change in the Urine. Li che, 
thin, watry Urine ſhews the Perſon to be afflicted with * * | 
Spaſms, the hyſteric Paſſion, hypochondriac Pains, the Cardial- 
gia, the Stone, or Gravel, or the convullive Colic. In Diſeaſes 
of the Head, ſuch as the Vertigo, Phrenſy, Madneſs, Melan- 
choly, Epilepſy, the Urine is always thin and light. It is like- 
wife the ſame in the more grievous Aﬀections "ofthe Nerves, 
from Poiſon or Worms. This State of the Urine not only hap- 
pens in the Fits, but ſome Days before and after. 

When the Urine is thin, aqueous, and always white, it pre- 
ſages Danger in obſtinate Diſeaſes; if it is copious in the State 
of Fevers, and before the Criſis, it portenq; a Phrenſy. In in- 
ternal Inflammations it is always dangerous, the more copious 
the worſe, 

Aﬀeer a Dyſentery, a ſpotted Fever, the Small pox, this Kind 
of Urine is common. In a Cachexy, Leuc: Phlegmatia, enor- 
mous Bleedings in the Beginning of an Anarſarca, in the Green- 
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Sickneſs, in a. Suppreſſion of the Menſes, the Urine is crude, 
turbid, pale, greenith, or of a light Citron Colour, and copious, 

In all preternatural febrile Heats the Urine j is yellow or red, 
and in ſmall Quantity. Such Kind of Urine, which is more or 
lefs red, or thin and light, or thick and heavy, is uſually 1 in in- 
termitting and continual Fevers. In the Fit, that is, in its Ex- 
acerbation or State, the Urine is thin, clear, and without Sedi- 
ment; in an ardent and bilious Fever the Urine is generally 
pellucid, but of a Flame Colour. In Intermittents after the Fit, 
and on the well Day, it is thick, and depoſites a Sediment; if 
this happens in continual Fevers, after the Criſis, it ſhews the 
F ever to be ended. 

If the Sediment is of a rofy or purple Colour, it ſhews the 
Blood is in Fault, as is evident in continual Fevers. When it is 
| intenſely yellow, it diſcovers that the Bile is in Fault; when it 
is brown or black, there is a Plenty of black Bile, as in a ſcor- 
Hatic or miliary Fever, and in Quartans of a dangerous Nature, 
When it is very plentiful, and full of viſcid and crude Humours, 
in replete, obeſe, and ſpungy Bodies, it ſhews the Obſtinacy of 
an intermitting Fever. 

As it is a good Sign when the Urine is thick, and depoſites a 
Sediment i in Feyers, ſo on the contrary, if there is no Sediment 
in intermitting F evers, but the Urine continues clear, and lets 
fall no Sediment in the cold Fit, it is a bad Sign. If after the 

Fit, it has no Sediment, but is pellucid, it ĩs a very bad Omen. 
In all inflammatory Fevers, if the Urine is clear and of a Purple 
Colour, or brown and of a deep Colour, frothy and without Se. 
diment, it is a badSign. Likewiſe it is always obſerved, that 
in a cantinual Fever, if the Urine is turbid, and does not grow 
2 either by the Fire or Reſt, nor depoſites a Sediment, it is 
2 a dangerous Preſage; it is likewiſe very bad, when in con- 
tinual Fevers, it is thick on the firſt Days, and in the Remainder, 
eſpecially the critical Days, it is thin and without Sediment. 
In the Decline of Catarrhal Fevers, and in-the Small- pox and 
Meaſles, the Urine was clear and aqueous, but is now thick

is generally fatal. The like Danger is threatened, when in 
dropſical Perſons, the Urine is like that of Hectics; for its Scar- 
[ity is a Sign that the Lympha is extravaſated into ſome Cavity 
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or. porous Subſtance, and if the Colour is of a deep Red, with 
a groſs Sediment, it ſhews the inteſtine Motion and Heat, diſ- 
ſolves the Blood, that the Liver is obſtructed, whence a bilious 
Sordes is ſeparated therefrom. 

In chronical . Diſeaſes without a 3 when the Urine is 
thick, high. .colour'd, and of a reddiſh Brown, as well as 
heavy; as in a confirm d Scurvy, Gout, ſcorbutic Palſy, and 
in extreme old Age, as alſo in a nephritic Paſſion, when the 
Pains ceaſe, as well as in the yellow and black Jaundice, it 
ſhews a Plenty of ſaline and ſulphureous excrementitious 
Parts, wherewith the Blood and Humours abeund, and are 
not duly ſecreted therefrom, by Reaſon of an Obſtruẽtion of 
the Liver. Willis has obſerved, that Patients dying of the 
Scurvy, have had their Livers almoſt without Blood, and like a 
Cow's Udder; in ſome, the Gall- bladder was either empty, or 
full of Stones, or very bitter Filth. | 
When the Urine is thick, of a deep Colour, and F yes Lit 
nen yellow, it is a certain Sign that the Bile is obſtructed, or 
che Ducts conſtricted with a Spalm, whence the Paſſage of the 
Bile into the Duodenum is hinder'd, whence it regurgitates 
by the lymphatic, Veſſels into the Blood: and Lympha, and 
produces a Jaundice. When the Colour is of a browniſh 
Black, it is a Sign of the black Jaundice, which proceeds | 
from an impeded Secretion of the Bile in the Liver. 

Sometimes the Urine is imbuted with an oily Matter, and is 
made without Noiſe, there are yarious Colours on the Surface, 
chiefly bluiſh, and it adheres fo Ea to the Sides of the Uri- 
nal, that it cannot be waſhed off with a lixivious Liquor. 
This is a Sign of the Colliquation of the Fat. Silvius gives an 
Inſtance of 2. young Woman, who had it like Butter; and Fer- 
nelius mentions a Man, who in eight Days was dual from a 
large Size to be very ſlender, without any other Diſeaſe; it 
ſhews a Conſumption, an Atrophy, and an Hectie. Sometimes 
this is obſervable in Fevers, and the oleous Matter is more plen- 
tiful in Proportion to the Fatneſs of the Body. | 

When the Urine abounds too much with TCO! 5 
which is known by its adhering to the Sides of the Chamber- 

t, it is a Sign of a Diſpoſition to the Gravel and Stone, 

hen there is ſmall Sand in the Urine, it ſhews thoſe Diſorders 
to-be actually preſent. Sometimes — yellow Chryſtals are- 
ſeen on the Sides of the Pot, which is 4 Sign of arthritic, or 
rheumatic Pains. When the Urine is bloody. or whitiſh, from 
a Mixture of Pus, or loaded with a glutinous, thick, tenacious 
Matter, of a bad Smell, which ſinks to the Bottom, arid does 
not diſſolve by the Agitation of the Veſſel, it is a certain Sign 


of 
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of an Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder; ſometimes in the Stone 
and Ulcer of the Bladder, it is like the White of an Egg, and

In a chronical and malignant Gomirrive; not only the Pro- 
fate, but often the Bladder is ulcerated, nende a thick; tur- 
bid Urine, with a copious Sediment, which thrown” on the 
Coals, has a moſt fetid Smell.

Some of the Ancients regarded only the Fluids, which they 
determin'd to be four; the Be Phlegm, Choler, and Melan- 


choly, or the Atra bilis; hence there were four Kinds of Tem- 


peraments, the Sanguinecus, the Phlegmatic, the Bilious, and 
the Melancholic; which being variouſly compounded, made as 


many different Temperaments. 


Some of the Moderns imagine that the eſſential Parts of the 
Blood are acid, auſtere, acerb, ſaline, acrid, bitter, oily, ſweet 
and inſipid; wherefore they make the Temperament to conſiſt 
in a due Proportion or Mixture of theſe; and when any of them 
predominated, the Temperament was ſaid to be unequal. 

Thoſe who refer every Thing to the Solids, and look upon 
the Fluids only as paſſive, and govern'd by the ſyſtaltic Motion 
of the Veſſels, deduce. the Temperaments from the Spring of 
the Fibres, whereof the Body is compoſed. According to theſe 
the Fibres are more e de firm, or lax; and their Elaſ- 
ticity, their Sy/?ole, their Oſcillations are more or leſs lively, fre- 
guent, and regular; . whence the Temperaments become ſtrong, 
lax, hot, cold, moiſt, dry, or unequal, + | | 

Others again ſay, that the Temperament is a particular. Diſ- 
polition of the human Body, which reſults from the Properties 
and mutual Actions of the Solids and Fluids; and which ren- 
ders them capable of exerciſing the Functions proper and con- 

An equal Temperament is that wherein the four Qualities, heat, 
cold, dry and moiſt; or the four Humours, Blood, Pilegm, Bile 
and Melancholy, are mixed in a due Proportion; in Which the 
Solids and Fluids have a proper Equilibrium, fo that the Fibres 
are neither too hard, nor too ſoft, nor too tenſiue, nor too lax ; 
and which procures by their conſtant Syſtoles, a progreſſive and 
circular Motion to the Liquids, which tend to attenuate them, 
while the Liquids on their Part have a Conſiſtence and Soſtneſs 
proper to comply with the Motion of the Veſlels, and to act 
upon their Sides by their Elaſticity and Re- action, without Ir- 
ritation. 2 * 
A hot or ſangui neos Temperament requires ſtrong robuſt Fi- 
bres, regular in their Syſtoles and Ofcillations, with a red, ſoft, 
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ballad Blood, and full of Spirits; the Perſons are neither of 
fat, nor too 1 but have a freſh, florid Complexion, a ſtrong 

regular Pulſe, an eafy Reſpitation, ſweet Sleep, and are gay, 
ſincere, polite, modeſt and amorous. 

The moi/? or phlegmat ic Temperament conſiſts in ſoft, moiſt, 
lax Fibres, whoſe Syſtoles and Ofcillations are weak and lan- 
guid; the Fluids too aqueous, infipid, raw, indigeſted and co- 
pious. The Pulſe is ſoft, flow, ſluggiſh, and deep. The Skin, 
the Fleſh, and the Fat are pale and Ffoft. The Hair is lank and 
of à light Colour. The Perſon is heavy, indolent, timid. and 
fearful; void of Vivacity, of the Senſes and Actions. 4 

The dry and bilious Temperament conſiſts of ſlender, fi, dry, 
hard, tenſive and too elaſtic Fibres, which move and agitate the 
Fluids with too much Impetuolity. The Bile. predominates. in 
the Fluids, which are thin, acrid, ſaline and ſulphureous,, and 
irritate the Solids and Syſtoles. The Heat of the Body is con- 
ſiderable, the aqueous Parts are diſſipated, the ſulphureous are 
attenuated, inſenſible Perſpiration i is too copious, and the Spirits 
are ſubtile and adive. The Perſon is lean and dry, the Skin 
yellow, the Hair red and curled, the Pulſe quick and hard, the 
Senſes lively, the Sleep ſhort and diſturbed, the Mind, ready, 
light, inconſtant and choleric; ; the Paſſions for Pleaſure. are 

ſtrong. 
The cold, melancholly, or atrabilious Tanbitamant proceeds 
from thick, compaR, 2575 ſtiff Fibres; and fixed groſs, acid, 
auſtere, ſaline Humours; whence the ſyſtaltic Motion of the 
+ Solids are ftrong, ſteady, and flow. The animal Spirits are 
groſs and elaſtic. The Perſons are ftrong, robuſt, laborious, _ 
and a little lean ; their Complexion is brown and blac! Kiſh, the 
Hair black, the Pulſe flow and ſtrong, and their Looks rough ; 
they are apt to be abſent, filent, grave, laborious, ſolitary, in- 
flexible, and void of Compaſſion; they are amorous without 
Politeneſs, but obſtinate in Love or Hatred, and extravagant in 
their Opinions. Their Sleep is diſturbed, their Dreams are 
diſmal, they ſpeak little, and are fond of their own Notions. | 
But none of "theſe Temperaments are to be met with pure 
and fimple. They are all mixed, and border upon each other, | 
with as-great a Variety as there are Faces in the World.,

then to act, is called a Faculty, and the Functions depend on 
the Faculties, as the Effects on their Cauſes, of which the An- 
cients had a great number; as the digeſtiue, the nutritiue, the 
attractive, the alterative, the aſſimulating, the retentive, the ex- 
pulſive, and the like.' Ws 6s AE SIONS 
The vital Functions are the Circulation of the Blood, the A.. 
tion of the Brain, and Reſpiration. BY 
Ihe Circulation of the Blood is a Motion, by which it is car- 
ried from the Heart into all Parts of the Body, from whence it 
is brought back to the Heart again. This Motion is chieſly 
cauſed by the Dilatation and Contraction of this Organ, and is 
the Principle on which Life depends; for when it ceaſes in any 
Part, it dies, when it is diminiſhed, the Operations are weak, 
and when it ceaſes totally, Life is extinguiſh'd. 
The Action of the Brain is to ſeparate a very ſubtle Fluid from 
the Blood, called the animal Spirits, which are diſtributed b 
the Nerves into all Parts of the Body, and whoſe Motion is 15 
rapid, as to paſs from the Brain to the Extremities of the Body 
in an Inſtant, at the Command of the Will, and return back 
with the ſame Rapidity. The Brain is the Reſervoir of this 
Fluid, by which the Soul has Perception of Objects, and per- 
forms all corporeal Actions. E 
Reſpiration is an Action by Means of which the Air enters 
into the Breaſt, and returns back; it is compoſed of two Moti- 
ons, the one is called Inſpiration, and the other Expiration. By 
Inſpiration the Air enters into the Lungs, by Expiration it returns 
back from thence, | VV» we 
Phyſicians are not agreed about the Effects of Reſpiration, 
fome think the Air is inſinuated into the Veſſels of the Lungs, 
to give greater Fluidity and Motion to the Blood. Others that 
it conveys very ſubtile nitrous Corſpuſcles thereinto, which gives 
it the red Colour. Others again believe the Air ſerves to con- 
denſe the Blood, which has been heated by Circulation. This 
is certain, that the Air entering into the Lungs, and all the ſmall 
Ramifications which ſurround its Veſicles, is broke, comminv- 
ted, and render d more fluid; and that it is depriv'd of a Seroſi- 
ty, which proceeds from the Lungs by Perſpiration, in the Form 
of a Vapour, which is viſible in cold Weather. 
It may be added that the Voice, Laughtet, Coughing, Snee- 
zing, Yawning and Sucking depend upon Reſpiration. _ 
The natural Functions are Digeſtion, Nutrition, Growth, Ge- 
neration, Evacuation of the Excrements, and the Secr. tions,

The Excrements, properly 10 called, are the fibrous Parts of 
the Aliment, mixed with the Bile, Saliua, and other Fluids. 

The Urine is diſcharged from the Blood by the ory hom 
through the Ureters into the Bladder, where it irritates the Coa 
by its Salts, which provokes the total Excretion. 

The Spittle is a Mixture of the Saliva, the Mucus of the 
Noſe. a Fluid filtred by the bronchial Glands; and thoſe of the 
Trachæa Arteria, and of the Oeſophagus. | 

Excretion or Secretion, is a Separation of ſome F luid, mixed 

with the Blood, by the Means of the Glands. 
The animal Functions perform the Motion of the Body by the 
Action of the Muſcles, and this Action conſiſts chiefly in the 
ſhortening the fleſhy Fibres, which is called Contraction. This,

it is rarched by Heat, and condenſed by Cold. 

It is fo nece ſſary, that an Animal ue live a Moment with- 
out it, and it ſerves for Reſpiration, to tranſmit Smells, Colours, 
and Sounds, By its Fluidity it inflates] into the Veſicles of the 
Lungs, and into the Blood, by means of the Aliments. By its 
Elaſticity the ſmall Quantity of it contained in the Blood, keeps 
up the Equilibrium, with the Weight preſſing externally upon 
our Bodies. | 

The Air is ſulveptible of different Qualities. It may be hot, 
moiſt, cold, dry, ſerene, pure, and temperate. It is ſubject to 
Variations, more or leſs ſudden, and to be mixt with impure, 
corrupted, contagious, metallic, ſulphureous Exhalations, which 
are all prejudicial to Health, The beſt Quality of the Air is to

The Appetite, excited by the Quality and Diverſity of the Vi- 


ands, provokes Perſons co eat more than they ought; which 
cauſes Indigeſtions, frequent Indiſpoſitions, __ ſometimes dan- 


erous Diſeaſes. Therefore the Skill of the Cooks of theſc 
Times contribute greatly to ſhorten their Maſters Lives. 
The Method of preſerving Health therefore is to live upon 


plain fimple Aliment, lightly ſeaſon'd and in a Quantity agreea- 


ble to the Age, Strength of the Stomach, Seaſon of the Year, 


Sex, Conſtitution, and chiefly to what Nature has found by Ex- 


perience to require. For it is as great a Fault to take too much 


as too little. Perfect Digeſtion is the beſt Rule for regulating a 
Meal, eſpecially if the Perſon is more briſk and lively, after a 
R epaſt than before. 


We have Examples of many Perſons, who by their Frugality, 
have lived to a very advanced Age; wherefore thoſe that are 
fond of Life and Health, ſhould imitate their Regimen, Exceſles 
in cating and drinking are extremely pernicious. 

; Perſons of a delicate Conſtitution, or who are juſt recover'd 
from a Diſeaſe, ſhould uſe ſoft light Aliment, agreeable to- the 
Stomach; for they make the beſt 'Chy le. 

Acrid, tenacious, viſcous Nl: Pies of all Kinds; Things 
that are fat, and of a blackiſh Subſtance are generally unfit for 
Chvlification, or render the Chyle bad.

However, an — Habit is hard to be left off, and we 
find many Perſons enjoy a good State of Health when their Meat 
and Drink are very indifferent, becauſe they are become cuſto- 
mary, and they are apt to fall fick when they attempt to c 
their Manner of Life; for Cuſtom is a ſecond Natute, 
great Changes ought to be brought about inſenſibly. 

For this Reaſon it is good not to contract a Habit of any 
Kind ; wherefore Perſons of a good Conſtitution ſhould live in 
a various Manner, and refuſe no Kind of Aliment; and ſhould 
ſometimes be in Town, and ſometimes in the Country ; ſhould 
uſe much Exerciſe, and ſhould even now and then exceed the 
exact Bounds of Moderation, and at other Times omit a Meal 
now and then. 

Hunger ſhews the beſt Time of eating, but Cuſtom confines 
us to certain Hours, Perſons who find no Inconvenience from 
Uning and ſupping every 5 need. not charige their Re” 
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of Life. 11 Vouth wherein there is a great Diffpation, and in 
Age where Strength is wanting, and when much is not eaten at 
a Time, ſomething takeri between Meals is not amiſs. How- 
ever, it is neceſſary to obſerve, that when the Stomach is bad, 
- Perſons ſhould not 3 to eat again till the laſt Meal is di. 
eſted. 

1 When a Perſon is greatly fatigued, and his Spirits diffipated, 
it will be neceſſary to reſt before eating. In Caſes of Diftreſs 
and Sorrow the Aliment ſhould be very light, and ſmall in Quan- 
_ tity, becauſe the Stomach is weak at thoſe Times. 

In the Summer, when the Spirits and fluid Parts are apt to eva- 

rate, the Aliment ſhould be light, moiſt, fluid, and eaſy of 

igeſtion, to repair the Loſs with greater Speed; whereas in 
Winter the Stomach will admit of groſſer Food. | 

As Digeſtion depends in Part on the due Preparation of the A- 
liments, it is neceſſary to chew them well, eſpecially if they are 
hard, that they may be more intimately mixed with the Saliva. 
For thoſe who eat in a Hurry, without much chewing, are very 
ſubject to Indigeſtions. For this Reaſon Infants ſhould' have lit- 
tle ſolid Aliment, and old Perſons, and thoſe who have loft 
their Teeth, for Maſtication is of excellent Uſe to promote Di- 
geſtion ; whereſore light Food is belt for thoſe who cannot per- 
form it. 

It is not poſſible for thoſe to preſerve their Health, who do 
not go to ſleep in a regular Manner; for Sleep repairs the Spi- 
rits, which are diſſipated by watching; 3 and conſequently it re- 
ſtores the Strength of thoſe who are weak, indiſpoſed, or la- 
bour much; it likewiſe promotes Perſ Piation, contributes greatly 
to Digeſtion, and more to Nutrition. 

The Night, when all Nature is in a profound Tranquillity, is 

. the molt proper Time for Sleep; for the Vigour of the Body and 
Mind are better reſtored in the Night than in the Day. Thus 
nocturnal Labour and Lucrubrations impair the Health. 

A ſound undifturb'd Sleep is much the beſt. Unquiet inter- 
rupted Sleep contributes little to reſtore the Strength, but hin- 
ders Perſpiration and Digeſtion, 

Exerciſe and Cuſtom ought to regulate the Duration of Sleep, 
fix or ſeven Hours at a Time is generally thought to be ſufficient; 
for too much Sleep makes a Perſon ſluggiſh, heavy, dulls the 
Faculties, and renders them unfit for Buſineſs. 

Immoderate Watching is as prejudicial to Health, as Sleep is 
N It may occaſion great Diſorders in the animal Oeco-

+ Motion and Reft contribute no leſs to Health than Sleep. Mo- 
tion or Exerciſe increaſes the Circulation of the Blood, attenuates 
and divides the Fluids, and promotes a regular Perſpiration, as 
well as a due Secretion of all the Humours ; for it accderates the 


animal Spirits, and facilitates their Diſtribution into all the F ibres 
of the Body, which ftrengthens the Parts, creates an Appetite, 


and helps Digeſtion, Whence it ariſes that thoſe who accuſtom 
themſelves to Exerciſe, are generally very robuſt, and ſeldom 
ſubject to Diſeaſes. 1 5 . 6 
| But immoderate- Exerciſe diſſipates the Spirits, weakens the 
Body, deſtroys the Elaſticity of the Fibres, and exhauſts the 
fluid Parts of the Blood. | 5 
| Exerciſe may be ſaid to be either Active or Paſſive; the Active 
is walking, hunting, dancing, playing at Bowls, and the like; 
as alſo ſpeaking, and other Labour of the Body and Mind. The 
Paſſive is riding in a Cart, Coach, on Horſeback, or in any 
er Manner, Exerciſe may be continued to a Beginning of 
earineſs, and ought to be uſed before Dinner, in a pure light 
Air. For this Reaſon Journeys, and going into the Country 
contribute greatly to preſerve and re-eſtabliſh Health. _ TT 
Moderate Reſt, in Proportion to the Exerciſe, is likewiſe ſa- 


lutary, but a ſedentary, idle Life brings on many Indiſpoſitions. 


Excretions, I mean thoſe which evacuate ſuperfluous and he- 
terogeneous Humours, purify the Maſs of Blood. The Hu- 
mours which are generated in the Blood, are excreted by the - 
Glands; and are replaced by a ſufficient Quantity of Aliment. 


, This in Adults 7 the Body of an equal Weight, and conſe- 


quently preſerves Life and Health. Therefore the Secretions 
ſtwuld neither be diſturb'd or diminiſhed, ſuppreſs'd or increafed, 
But theſe, have been particularly mentioned elſewhere ; I ſhall 


only obſerve, that Perſpiration may be promoted by dry Flic- 


tions, with a coarſe linen Cloth, or a Fleſh-Bruſh, and by clean- 
ing the Skin from Time to Time, by warm Baths, waſhing the 
Hands, Feet, Head, and other Parts, which perſpire much. 
It is well known that Cold flops the Pores, and diminiſhes 
both Seat and. Perſpiration. To ſhun this Inconvenienge it, wil 
be. neceſſary to put on Winter Garments pretty early, and

© Continual Sorrow and Anguiſh of Mind render the Fluids of the 
Body chick, and generate viſcid and acid Crudities in the Stomach, 
and at length render the Blood unapt for a due Cireulation; 
whence proceed Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and many chronical 
Diſorders. Anger conſtringes the bilious Veſſels in particular, 
and cauſes too great an Evacuation of the Bile; produces Stric- 
tures in the Stomach and Duodenum, whence the bilious Humours 
are amaſſed and corrupted, laying a Foundation for vomiting, 
bilious Fevers, and Cardialgiæ. Paſſions of the Mind in general 
chiefly affect the Stomach, invert its Motion, hinder Digeſtion 
and Chylification, whence many Crudities ariſe, fruitful of va · 
rious Diſeaſes ; and it is very dangerous after violent Commoti- 
ons of the Mind, to fit down to a Meal, or during that Time, 
to be greatly affected with any Accident that may happen.

WH Regard to Motion, the PULsEs are only four, great 
; and little, quick and "Mir" When Quickneſs and Great- 
. neſs Ire joined together, it becomes violent; and when it is little 

and ſow, it is then called a weak Pulſe. They are alſo ſaid to 
be frequent and rare, equal and unequal, but theſe are not the eſ- 
ſential Affections of Motion; Frequency and Quickneſs are of- 
ten confounded with each other. | 

A Pulſe is ſaid to be hard or ſoft with Regard to the Artery, - 
according as it is tenſe, renitent, and hard or flaccid, ſoft and 
lax ; for the Diſpoſition of the Arteries contribute greatly to the 
Change of the Pulſe, wherefore it ſometimes happens that the 
Pulſe in both Arms is not alike, which is very common in a He- 
meplexy. Add to theſe a convulſive Pulſe, which does not pro- 
ceed from the Blood, but from the State of the Artery, and is 
known by a tremulous ſubſultory Motion, and the Artery ſeems 
to be drawn "upwards ; this in acute Feveis, is a Sign of Death, 
and is properly faid to be the Pulſe of dying Perſons, which is 

ewiſe generally unequal and intermitting. ; 
A great Pulſe ſhews a more copious Aflux of Blood to the 
Heart, and from thence into the Arterigs. A tle Pulſe the

The Pulſes of Perſons differ according to the Largeneſs of the 
Heart and Veſſels, the Quantiiy and Temperies of the Blood, the 
elaſtic Force of the Canals, as alſo with Regard to the Sex, 
Age, Seaſons, Air, Motion, Food, Sleep, Watching, and Paſſions of 
the Mind. The Pulſe is larger and more quick in Men than 
Wamen ; in the bilious and ſanguineo-bilious, than in the phlegma- 
tic and melancholic. Thoſe who are lean, with tenſe Fibres and 
larger Veſſels, have a greater and ſtronger Pulſe than thoſe that 
are abeſe, with lax Fibres and ſmall Vaſlels; whence they are 
more healthy, robuſt, and apt for Labour. In Children the 
Pulſe is quick and ſoft, in Adults greater and more violent. In 
the old it is commonly great, hard, and low. Labour, Motion, 
and. Exerciſe of the Body increaſe the Circulation of the Blood, 
the Excretions, and particularly Perſpiration z Ręſt renders the 
Circulation flow and weak; intenſe ſpeaking increaſes the Circu- 
lation, and conſequently renders the Pulſe large and quick. In 
Watching the Pulſe is more evident, in Sleep more flow and lan- 
guid.

An intermitting Pulſe is full of Danger, and often fatal, tho 
ſometimes it happens otherwiſe, eſpecially in hy/teric Cu Wo and 
the Colic; ſometimes it proceeds from Forms, or a Polypus in 
the Heart. Sometimes it attends ſeorbutical Caſes, without any

"I Though' in all F-vers there is a enen Pulſe yet it is not uh 

ys a Sign of a Fever, for in Children and bilious Conflitutions, 
Bathing and Sudori ict, in Paſſions of the Mind, after an Epi- 
lepſy and Drunkennefs, the Pulſe is 1 4 more frequent, even 
without a Fever. Therefore Enquiry ſhould always be made, 
whether the Frequency of the Pulſe ariſes from any external 
Cauſe, and whether there are any other eſſential Signs of a Fe- 
ver, 'as Horror, and a  Refri geration of the Extremities. But 
wvnich is ſeldom taken notice of, the Pulſe is not guick in all Fevers, 
but more renitent and hard than the natural; and there are few 
Fevers in which the Pulſe is not harder than common, 'malig- 
nant ſweating Fevers excepted, ſuch as the ſweating Sickneſs, 
wherein it is undulbus, with the greateſt Loſs of Strength. Fe- 
vers in general are attended with an univerſal Spaſm of the ner- 
vous and vaſculous Syſtem, including the Tunics of the arterious 
Veffels, which conſiſt of nervous and muſculous Fibres. ' This 
ſhaft? c Stricture of the Fibres, contracting the capillary Veſſels, 
renders the Pulſe more quick which heats the Blood by Attri- 
tion, whence proceeds a Heat of the Body. 

In the Beginning of a continual Fever, or Fit of an Tntermittent, 
che Pulſe is generally. tenſe, ſmall, and frequent, which increaſes 
in Proportion as it proceeds to the State, when it is ſtrong and 
violent; but in the Decline the Tenſion and Quickneſs remit, 
and Per piration and Stoeat begin to ſucceed.

In the Beginning of a Quartan the Pulſe is ſmall, hard, fre- 


quent and une qual; in the State of a tertian, and burning Fever, 
violent. In a continual Fever it is great and quick, and indicates 
bleeding. Before the Eruption of the Small pox and its ſecondar 
Fever, and in the Meaſles, it is quick, which ſeems to mend till 
the Time of Suppuration. In malignant and ſpotted Fevers it is 
ſmall, weak, and contracted, with great Loſs of Strength, which 
becoming ſoft and undulous, with a copious Sweat, and ſeem- 
ingly good Urine, without a Remiſſion of the Symptoms, por- 
tends Death. In inflammatory Feuers with Pain it is hard, and 
frequent, and ſometimes great. In catarrbal and flow Feuers 
the Pulſe increaſes in the Evening, and becomes more quick. 
In Madneſs, the Phrenſy, and Widlancheh, it yaries greatly, and 
is quick, flow, languid, robuſt, or unequal; but the Pulſe in the 
Head generally beats ſtrongly, with a diſtenſive and lancinating 
Pain. In an Epilepſy, Apoplexy, and Hemiplexy, it is hard and 
frequent, and ſometimes large; but if in the Palſy, Lethargy, 
Coma, and Diſpoſition to the Syncope, it is ſoft, rare, and languid, 
and at laſt becomes ſo ſlender, as to be hardly perceived; with a 
cold Sweat, it is fatal. When the Pulſe is quick, languid, and

It is to be obſerved that the nervo/o-membranaceous Parts are 
firſt the Membranes of the Brain and ſpinal Marrow, then the 
nervous Membranes which inveſt the Organs of the Senſes ; the 
Eyes, Ears, Noſtrils, Mouth, and Fauces; add to theſe, thoſe 
which cover the Bones, Head, Teeth, Joints, and Muſcles, 
Likewiſe the Ogſopbagus, Stomach, and the whole Volume of the 

Inteſtines, which is entirely nervous and membranaceous. 

The ſame Confent obtains alſo in the whole Syſtem of the 
bilious and urinary Du#ts, the Bladder, Glands, and Skin, which 
laſt, is a Web of tendinous and nervous Fibres. In all theſe Parts 

there is a wonderful Connection, Conſent, Sympathy, and Com- 
munication of Motions as well as Hurts, when they are affected 
by any violent Cauſe ; all which are owing to the Nerves. 
When the Nerves are moleſted, there ariſes a Senſe of Pain, 2 
Stricture of the adjacent Parts, eſpecially of the Veſſels; whence 
the Motions, of the Blood and Humours become anomalous. 
The zrregular Motions of the Mind act directly on the nervous 
Parts, and produce great Diſturbance in the whole Oeconomy of 
the vital and animal Motions, ſuch as a violent Stricture and 
Contraction of the Parts, their Reſolution and Laxation ; to re- 
medy which, Emollients, Lenients, and Sedatives are ne- 
A grievous Concuſſion of the Brain, without hurting the Tex- 
ture of the Parts, will cauſe an Abolition of the Senſes, a Fall- 
ing, a Nanſea, Vomiting; and Convulſions. Sailing in a Ship, or 
turning round briſkly will produce a Vertigo, Nauſea, enormous

_ Theſe Symptoms may be produced by an exceeding ſmall

Hence a Fever, Syncope, cold Sweat, 
Paleneſs, Nauſea, Vomiting, Yellowneſs of the Skin; Convul- 
fions, Alienation of the Mind, obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, Suppreſſion 
of Urine, high Anxiety, and Difficulty of Breathing. And here 
Specifics or Antidotes are neceſſary, if poſſible, to ſubdue the active

Solid, rigid Bodies alſo produce in the Nerves grievous Symp- 
toms, Thus a Needle; a Lancet, hurting a Tendon, produce a 
hard Tumor, an Inflammation, with ſhivering, a Fever, and 
watching, and at a Mortification and Death. The cer- 
tain Remedies for which are Emollients. The cutting of Corns, 
when Perſons are old and ſcorbutic, are often attended with ter- 
rible Conſequences.

Hoffman defines a Fever to be, 4 
ſpaſmodic Affection of the whole nervous” and vaſcular Syſtem, 
annoying all the Functions of the Body, ariſing from any Cauſe 
awhich has a « Power to irritate tbe \'nervous Parts to a more 
intenſe Contraction; and when it operates, it drives the vital 
Fluids from the outward Parts, to the | Heart and great Veſſels ;\ 
and afterwards when the Syſtole of the Heart and © Arteries 
are increaſed, they are drove back with Rapidity-and Heat through 
the conſtricted Veſſels to the outward Parts again, till the Spaſms 
being relaxed, the Secretions are per form, and the Fever uduiſbes. 
The. formal or fundamental Cauſe of a Fever conſiſts in the 
ſpaſmodic . ame. of the whole nervous and fibrous Genus, 
which chiefly proceeds from the ſpinal Marrow, and ſucceſſively 
from the external to the internal Parts.

It is faid to be continual, if there is 
not à perfect Intermiſſion between the Fits, with a Languor of 
the Body, a gentle but preternatural Heat, and a quick Pulſe. 
A Heftic Fever ſupervenes to a Dropſy, Conſumption, Atro - 
phy, ſcorbutic Cachexy, and has its Riſe from Apoſtems of the 
Viſcera or Meſentery ; or from the Corruption, Putrefaction, or 
Induration of the meſenteric Glands, and is therefore incurable. 
But flow Fevers generally ſucceed Quotidians and Tertians, in- 
judiciouſly treated, enormous Hzmorrhages, and tedious Diſ- 
eaſes. Likewiſe, if through the Weakneſs of the Stomach, a 
great Quantity of Crudities are generated, a ſlow Fever will 
ariſe, In. a Hectic, the Pulſe is always quick, but remarkably fo 
in the Morning; whence the Cheeks are obſerved to be tinctured 
with Redneſs at all times of the Day, with great Weakneb. 
Wherezs the Pulſe in a ſlow Fever is more natural in a Morning 
and before Meals ; after Eating, it is more quick, with a Fluſh- 
ing in the Cheeks, and the Weakneſs is not ſo great. | 
- Of. inflammatory Fevers, the Peripneumony and Pleuriſy are 
moſt common, A true Pleurify has its Seat in the Pleura, 2 
Membrane which inveſts the Inſide of the Thorax; a baftard 
_ Phuriſy-is confined to the interco/tal Membranes and Miſcles, 
and is a Kind of Rheumatiſm.

A ſimple Nephritis is an Inflammation of the Kidneys, with a 
fixed Pain in the Loins, of the tenſive, preſſing Kind, and con- 
tinues long; whereas the Pain in a Fit of the Gravel is much 
more violent and ſharp, and not quite ſo much confined. to a 
Place, but extends itſelf towards the Sides; at length it is felt 
not in the Kidney but in the Beginning of 'the Ureter, and in 
the Ureter, from the Gravel or ſmall Stones that paſs thro? them; 
which does not happen in a ſimple Nephritis. 

Of-external Inflammations, the Eryfipelas is moſt frequent,

Then comes on a moderate Heat, with "Thirſt, but not very in- 
tenſe. The Pulſe, which was before irregular and weak, be- 
comes more quick, but not very hard. The Urine is not of a 
Flame but rather of a Citron Colour, and turbid. Some are ex- 
ceeding ſleepy. * At length a moderate Sweat ſupervenes; and in 
about ten Hours or longer, the Fit goes off, leaving the Body 
dull and heav 7. 

When theſe Fevers vary from theſe Types deſcribed above, 
they are ſpurious and irregular. They are alſo ſometimes ep1d- 
mic and endemic ; the endemic are familiar, and as it were, proper 
to certain Places, of a low Situation, marfhy, near the Sea-fide, 
ſurrounded with Lakes, abounding with Gnats and Inſects; 
where. the Inhabitants are ſeldom tree a whole Year from this 
Diſeaſe. 

From theſe Symptoms it appears, that the whole nervous 8yſ- 
tem is exagitated and ſuffers greatly by ſpaſtic Conſtrictions, 
which proceeding chiefly from the Medulla Spinalis, affect pre- 
ternaturally, not only the Coats of the Veſſels, but all the Fibres 
throughout the Body, thereby greatly diſturbing the Motion both 
of the Solids and Fluids, 

The material Cauſe of this, and all other Fevers, is a Matter 
of an active Nature endued with a cauſtic Acrimony, which ſoli- 
cits the internal and exquilitely ſenſible Parts to /pa/fic Contrac- 


tions, It is generated chiefly | in the ace Duts and F uh” of

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the Duodenum, where the vitiated, bilious, ſalival and pancreatic 
Juices meeting with the Crudities of a bad Digeſtion, ferment 
together, and not being timely expelled, become virulent. This 
Matter paſſing thro* the Lacteals, into the Blood, and thence 


into the nervous Parts of the Head, Medulla Sptnalis, Inteſtines 
and Stomach ; as: alſo te the nervous Coats of the excretory and 
fecretary Ducts excite a univerſal Spaſm, which forces the Blood, 


firſt to the interior and greater Veſſels; afterwards the fy/taltic 
Motion of the Heart and Arteries being increaſed, the Motion of 
the whole Maſs of Blood and Humours is accelerated, the Ob- 
ſtructions of the ſmall Veſſels of the nervous Parts are opened; 
upon which the Spaſm ceaſing, the excretory Ducts are relaxed, 
the febrile Matter paſſes off thro' the Pores of the Skin by Per- 
ſpiration or Sweat, and the Fit ceaſes, till by the Generation of 
freſh Matter a new Paroxyſm is brought on. Hort. 


It appears from the Experiment of Langriſb, that the Blood 


in Quotidians is more denſe and. tenacious than in Tertians ; in 
Tertians than in Duartans ; fo that in Quotidians, ceteris paribus, 
it comes neareſt to an inflammatory State; and it is commonly 
obſerved, that if the Fever, from a regular Tertian, runs into a 
Semitertian' or Quotidian, or greatly anticipates the Time of the 
regular Paroxyſm, a remitting or continual Fever is forthwith the

It is neceſſary to be known, that from February to Auguſi, 
Agues are faid to be vernal; and from Auguſt to February, au- 
tumnal'; and that in the Beginning of the Autumn, they often 
reſemble continual Fevers, and require a different Manner of

No Fever emaciates a Patient ſooner than a Tertian, if at- 
tended with a more intenſe and laſting Heat. The autumnal and 
winter Agues are obſtinate and hard to cure, eſpecially if there is 
any Fault in the Viſcera: On the contrary, the vernal and ſum- 
mer Agues, if rightly treated, are eaſily vanquiſhed. | 

Agues injudiciouſly managed, terminate in cruel and incurable 
Diſeaſes, as a /low or hefic Fever, a ſudden Swelling of the Feet, 
a Dropſy, oedematous Tumors, the Jaundice, ſcorbutic Ca- 
chexy, the dry Aſthma, the hypochondriac Paſſion; and in Infants, a 
fatal Epilepſy. - Sydenham obſerves, that a Swelling of the Abdomen 
in Children, and of the Legs in Adults, denotes a Solution of 
the Diſeaſe; and that a Pain in the Tonſils, Hoarſeneſs, hollow 
Eyes, and a ghaſtly Countenance, portend. Death.

they are apt to figh' and complain of a Heavineſs, Dejection, 


and Anxiety, with .a- Load, Pain or Giddineſs of the Head. 

They are inclinable to yawn and doze, want an Appetite, diſre- 
lh every thing; they have a Dryneſs of the Lips and Tongue 
without any conſiderable Thirſt; they have frequent Nauſeas 
with reaching to vomit, but little is brought 50 the Breathing 
is difficult by Intervals, and eſpecially towards Night there is an 
Exacerbation of the Symptoms, with a low, quick, unequal 
Pulſe; the Urine is pale, and made often and ſuddenly; a Tor- 
128 or obtuſe Pain and Coldneſs often affect the hind Part of the 
Head, or a heavy Pain is felt among the coronary Suture. 
Theſe commonly precede ſome Degree of a Delirium. 

The Countenance is heavy, pale, and dejected; ſometimes 
they are quite wakeful ; and when they fall aſleep they are fo 
inſenſible of it, that they diſown it, They may continue thus 
for five or ſix Days. 

The Pulſe is very remarkable i in this Diſeaſe, and requires the 

moſt diligent Attention, for it is generally low, guick, and un-

preſſed State of Mind. To which, Manningham adds, Watch- 
ings, intenſe Thought and Study, taking Cold, undue and pro- 
fuſe Evacuations, or whatever vitiates or impoveriſhes the Blood. 
Huxham obſerves, that it commonly attacks Perſons of weak 
Nerves, alax Habit of Body, poor and thin Blood, who have uſed 
vapid, impure Drinks, or who have been long confined in damp, 
foul Air, that- have broken the Vigour of their Conſtitutions by 
 Salivations, frequent Purgings, immoderate Venery, &c. Whence 
he concludes, that the Diſeaſe ariſes from a too relaxed State of 
the Solids, a poor, weak Blood, with a Lentor and Vapidity of 
the lymphatic and nervous Juices, © o 
Silebriſt formerly thought, from the Diſeaſes he had then ob- 
ſerved, that the Cauſe conſiſted of a Lentor chiefly ; but he 1 
now of Opinion they have plain Signs of Acrimony; and that 
Acrimony is a Cauſe ſufficient to bring on a Fever of this Kind, 
by giving a univerſal Stimulus, A general Confiriftion, ſays he, 
from this Cauſe, will, by forcing the Blood inwards, occaſion 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, Lowneſs, Faintneſs, Oppreſſion, 
and an inward Struggle, the ſpecial Characteriſtics of the Fever, 
which it has in common with other Species, but in a more re- 
markable Degree.

I bere is no Evacuation. fo dangerous as bleeding at the Noſe; 
for there is a Congeſtion of Blood in the Head from the Spaſms 
of the lower Parts. However, if the Flux of Blood is mode- 
rate, and the Body abounds with it, inſtead of being hurtful it 
will relieve the Head; and yet this ſeldom happens. When 
there are a few Drops only without Alleviation, they portend a 
Delirium and an Inflammation of the Fauces. But when the 
Flux is copious the Strength will diminiſh, and the Eruptions re- 
turn inwards not without Danger.

For the Nerves of the firſt and ſecond gs 5 A | 
tion are no where ſo expoſed as in the Cavity of the Noſyils ; 
whence it immediately reaches the Nerves and the Brain, and 
renders ' the Patient light-headed, with a Dulneſs of the Head, 
a Loſs of Strength, and a vertiginous Affection. It likewiſe

Hence the Reaſon evidently appears, why nothing is more 
proper to prevent this Diſeaſe than by turning away one's Face 
from the Patient, frequent ſpitting, chewing Angelica, Zedoary, 
Pimpernel, and ſmoaking Tobacco; hence likewiſe appears, 


- why the Force of this Poiſon is exerted in the Stomach, and is 


beſet with copious Crudities, and pituitous and falival Sordes; 
and likewiſe why gentle Emetics, join'd to Mexipharmacs, com- 
monly deſtroy this Diſeaſe in the Bud. FU TIT 

This Diſeaſe may be induced by a bad State of the Air; for a 
long, moiſt, rainy, cloudy and ſoutherly State of the Air, dulls 
and depreſſes the Motions of the Solids and Fluids neceſſary for 
Life; to this may be added, a long and frequent Inundation of 
Water, which is apt to generate putrid Diſeaſes, as likewiſe the 


Exhalations ariſing from putrid, unburied Bodies, or from the - 


Excrements of Animals, eſpecially if confined and ſhut up from 
the Air. There is likewiſe a Diſpoſition in the Body itſelf to- 
wards theſe Diſeaſes ; for Experience ſhews us that thoſe of a 


ſanguineo- phlegmatic Conſtitution, of a lax and ſpungy Nature, who 
are fearful and anxious, given to Luxury, oppreſſed with Cares, 


weakened with Labour and Bleeding, are moſt apt to receive the 
Infection, or who labour under the Suppreſſion of uſual Eva- 


pid, temperately warm Air; the Room ſhould not be heated 
too much, it being found to be hurtful. The Patient ſhould eat 
nothing ſolid in the Declination of the Diſeaſe, and after it. A 
free Uſe of Food, of nouriſhing and comforting Broths abound- 
ing with oleous Particles, is pernicious, eſpecially about the cri- 
tical Days, in the State of the Diſeaſe, or when there is any cri- 
tical Evacuation. Nothing is more hurtful than an erect Situa- 
tion, as I have often obſerved in other malignant and eruptive 
Diſeaſes, becauſe the Blood has a more languid Motion from the 
Heart, and cannot be driven perpendicularly to the Head. 
Alexipharmacs, volatile Salts, hot and ſpirituous Bezoardics, 
are Hurtful, eſpecially with a hot Regimen, for they diſſolve the 
Blood, and increaſe the Number of Spots, or cauſe Head achs, 
Inflammations or copious Sweats. Theſe Things taken by Way 
of Prevention, have precipitated the Patient into the Diſeaſe. 
But if volatile Alexipharmacs are taken moderately and cauti- 


. ouſly, with Analepiics, when the Spots have diſappeared, or 


when 


when there has been high Anxieties and Debilities from Cold, 
an erect Situation, they have been ſerviceable. We have 


or.

likewiſe adviſed their Uſe, when the Circulation of the Blood 


was in its Vigour, for then they diffipate a great Part of the 


Matter; likewiſe when the Criſis is coming on, Bezoar- 


dic Volatiles in a moderate Doſe; haſten the critical Evacuations, 
and raiſe the weak and languid Motion; but we have been care- 
ful not to throw the Patient into a Sweat, and thereby induce a 
Diſpoſition to flow Fevers. 


Bleeding has been good in plethorie Bodies; and in thoſe who 
have been accuſtomed to Haæmorrhagas on the contrary, if the 


Patient is low or weak, Bleeding is hurtful.

This is the beſt and ſureſt Method of Cure, as I have tried a 
hundred Times. But if the Vomiting is too great, with an 
Anxiety of the Precordia, and profuſe Diarrhæas accompanied 
with Gripes, I apply outwardly Venice Treacle, expreſs'd Oil of 
Nutmegs, Camphire, Oil of Cloves, and Balſam of Peru, mixt 

er, to the Region of the Stomach. If a Diarrhea ex- 
hauſts the Patient too much, I give a nitrous bezoardic Powder, 
with a little Camphire, and Theriaca Cœleſtis. In a Phrenſy and 
acute Pain in the Head, I adviſe the external Uſe of Camphire 
aud Spirit of Wine, and Sal Ammoniac, with Oil of Rue and 
Lavender. If the Body is coftive, with Gripes, I preſcribe le. 
nient Clyſters, or ſuch that are made entirely of Oil. To raiſe 
the Strength, I allow ſpirituous Things, ſuch as comfort and 
are aromatic, but they muſt be externally applied to the Pulſes 
or Pit of the Stomach, or Noſtrils. To quench Thirſt, I adviſe 
an Electuary of Muſcovado Sugar, and dulcified Spirit of Nitre,

Huxham obſerves, that Bleeding, where there is a Redun- 
dance of Blood, is proper, nay neceſſary, in the ſtrong and 
plethoric, which ſhould be done as early as poſſible. A quick, 
tenſe Pulſe, ſharp Heat, great Difficulty of Breathing, Palpita- 
tion of the Heart, and violent Pain of the Head and Back, ev: 
dently demand it. But much leſs Blood ſhould be taken off than 
in a Peripneumony, which often makes its Attack much in the 
ſame Manner: But the ſudden Weakneſs, great Dejection of 
Spirits, Trembling of the Hands, Paleneſs and Crudity of the 
Urine, together with the Abſence of a Cough, and Heat of the 
Breath which attend petechial Fevers, diſtinguiſh the one from 
the other. The Blood in malignant Fevers is of a much looſer 
Contexture, and ſofter Conſiſtence, than that of Pleuritics ot 
Peripneumonics. ah | " 

That this Diſeaſe not only affects the Blood, but primarily 
the animal Spirits, appears from the ſudden Damp, Tremblings, 
and great Dejection of Spirits. Now the Nerves and animal 
Spirits being infected by the contagious Miaſmata, do not ſuffi- 
ciently and regularly. actuate the muſcular Fibres and Veſſels; 
whence ariſes great Debility, and too weak a Vibration of the 
vaſcular Syſtem; and hence the Blood in ſome Places runs into 
grumous Concretions, and in others is quite diſſolved. But tho 
Bleeding may be proper at firſt, a ſubſequent may be pernicious,

If af- 
ter this the Vomiting continues, give a little Venice Treacle, in 
2 Mixture of Salt of Wormwood, Juice of Lemons, Mint- 
Water, Oc. and apply a Cataplaſm of Species Aromatice with 
Theriaca, which generally ſucceeds. V 
The Stomach ſhould be unloaded by very gentle Methads, 
h as Clyſters of Milk, Sugar and Salt; Laxatives of Manna, 
ream of Tartar ; Glauber's purging Salt, Tamarinds, and 
Rhubarb ;_ by ſuch Means a Puke or. Stool or two may be pro- 
moted, at any Time of the Fever, when indicated by a nauſe- 
ous, bitter Taſte in the Mouth, Sickneſs at Stomach, nidorous 
nd fetid Eructations; or by too great Coſtiveneſs, tumid Abdo- 
mn, Borhorygmi, griped Pains, C cc. 
When there are Signs of a Redundancy of the Bile, it ſhould 
be forthwith diſcharged by Vomit or Stool, as Nature points 
out, which is often ſucceeded by an amazing Change for the 
better, where an inexpreſſible Anxiety, Load on the Præcordia, 
perpetual Sickneſs, Eructation and S:ngu/tus had preceded. The

Between the ſeventh and fourteenth Day, Nature endeavours 
to relieve herſelf by Vomit, or more frequently by looſe Stools ;

ver faw any of theſe Fevers carried off till more or leſs of 2 
Sweat enſued. If it be a breathing Sweat, at the State of the 
Difeafe, and the Pulſe grows more open, foft and calm a little 
before, and during its Continuance, it is always f. 3 butif 
it be profuſe, cold, clammy or partial, about the Head and 
Breaſt only, the Sign is not good. Profuſe Sweats in the Begin- 
ing are generally pernicious, eſpecially if a Rigor ſupervenes. 
"Davy ſhould never be forced by violent hot Medicines, Re- 
gimen, &:: plentiful ſubacid Diluents will be ſufficient, and 
gentle cordial Diaphoretics. - 8 
Thoſe of ſtrong Fibres, and rich, denſe Blood, do not require 
ſuch warm Medicines as the feeble and phlegmatic. But as thc 
Blood and Humours tend to Diſſolution, Stagnation and Putre- 
faction, vegetable and mineral Acids are highly ſerviceable, and 
the ſubaſtringent Alexipharmacs are very uſeful. But I am very 
_ certain, that the Uſe of volatile, oleous Salts and Spirits is very 
hurtful, as they augment the putreſcent State of the Humours, 
and are fo many Spurrers for ſwifter Deſtruction; this they wil 
do in the moſt healthful ; even the peſtilential Miaſmata them- 
ſelves are probably nothing elſe but highly volatilized and ſubti- 
lized animal Salts _ | —_ 
But Pringle is of a contrary Opinion, nor is he ignorant that 
the volatile Salts have been objected to, as a ſtrong Alkali, and 
that they conſequently diſpoſe Humours to. Putrefaction; for we 
muſt conſider, adds he, that Alkalies and putrid Subſtances are 
very different; inſomuch that I find from Experiments, out of 
the Body, the Salt of Hart's-born is even antiſeptic, ſince it pte-

 Huzxham obſerves, that Bliſters haſtily and improperly applied, 
in'the Beginning, when the Fever runs high, are improper, and 
tend to promote the Diſſolution and Putrefaction of the Blood;

With this View I alſo recommend a generous red Wine; as a 
moſt noble, natural, ſubaſtringent Cordial, which is of high 
Service in the State, but more eſpecially in the Decline of theſe 
Fevers, acid ulated with the Juice of Seville Oranges or Lemons, 
as alſo with Cinnamon, the Rind of Seville Oranges, and the 
like, to which à few Drops of Elixir - Vitriali may be added. 
Rheniſh and French white Wines, when diluted, are alſo a moſt 
ſalutary Drink, and generous Cyder, little inferior to either. 

Pringle ſays, in the Cure of the Camp and Goal Fevers, it 
will be beſt to diſtinguiſh it into three Periods: The firſt is when 
tie Perſon is able to go about; the ſecond begins with his Con- 
inement, when the Fever is apparent, the Pulſe full and quick, 
ind the Head much affected; and the third; when the Pulſe 
links, and a Stupor comes on, with other Symptoms.

In the fff Period it is beft to remove the Patient out of the 
foul Air, and if that can't be done, it is to be purified by 
Fires, by letting it in by Doors and Windows, burning Incenſe, 
or the like.

After this I give a Vomit of Hpecacuanba, and after that a mo- 
derate Bolus of Therigca, with ten Grains of Salt of Hart';. 
hern, and fome Draughts of Vinegar Whey, which is to be re- 
peated the next Night, without the Vomit ; before which, if 
the Perſon is plethoric, or begins to have a greater Degree of 
Fever, it will be neceſſary to take away Blood. And as the 
Cure depends upon a free Diapboreſis, it will be neceſſary to 
waſh the Feet and Hands with warm Vinegar and Water. 

In the ſecond Stage, when the Fever is manifeſt, with a full 

Pulſe, it will be always proper to begin with a ſmall or moderate 
Bleeding. When the Symptoms are high, a plentiful Evacuati- 
on ſeems requiſite ; yet large Bleedings have been generally fatal, 
by finking the Pulſe and bringing on a Stupor or Delirium. The 
Patient is generally worſe from a ſecond Bleeding, unleſs the

If the Head only ſuffers, it is beſt to bleed by Leeches at the 
Temples; but in a Delirium, with a ſunk Pulſe, Leeches do no 
good, and Bleeding is pernicious ; many have recovered with- . 
out it, but very few who have loſt much Blood. 

Vomits are to be cautiouſly uſed ; if the. Stomach was foul, 
an Emetic is proper in the Beginning of the ſecond Period. 
When the Fever is fixed, and a Vomiting ſupervenes, which is 
always a bad Symptom, an Emetic will be dangerous: Draughts 
of Camomile Tea are the moſt that can be given; and then 
Medicines that quiet the Spaſms; to which ſhould be added 
Clyſter, to determine the Humours downward. 
The next Care is to promote a D:aphorefis, which muſt be 
attempted by the milder Sudorifics. The contrayerva Pewaers, 
with Nitre, are ſafe, but ſcarce efficacious ; much Dilution op- 
preſſes the Stomach, and Volatiles alone heat too much, neither 
will Acids do alone; but the two combin'd are powerful, and

in the low State of the Fever. The common Men had half a 


Pint a Day, of the ſtrong Kind. Thoſe out of the Hoſpital had 
French Wine, of which they have drank a Quart in a Day, 
half of which has been undiluted. The Hoſpital Wine was ſome- 
times given in Whey, but commonly in Panade, which was 
their only Food. I have known ſeveral þ from the loweſt 
State, by the Uſe of Wine, when they have refuſed the Decoc- 
tion on Account of its Taſte, taking nothing but their Panado, 
Wine, and the volatile Cordial every two Hours by Turns. 


A Stupor is inſeparable from this Fever, in its low State,

When the Diſtemper is over, or thanges it Shape, and the 
parotid Glands are ſuppurated, they are to be opened as ſoon as 
they contain Matter, without waiting for an apparent Fluctua- 
tion, or even Soſtneſs of the Tumour; for before the Incifion, 
the Pas is ſo viſcid, as to feel as hard as if there was no Suppu - 
ration begun. 

When the Fever is over, the common Geng! is a Want 
of Reſt, a Vertige, a Deafneſs, and other nervous Symptoms, 
the Conſequence of great Lowneſs. The Remedies are, the 
il. Matbæi at Night, with Analeptics, and Medicines of the 
ſtrengthening Kind. When the Pulſe is flow, about ten Grains 
of Fetida, twice a Day, has a good Effect; but if there is 
any Appearance of a hectic Fever, from an inward Abſceſs, the 
Caſe is to be treated accordingly. 

If the Patient falls into an intermittent Feyer, the Bait is n a 
ſure Remedy. PRIN IE. 
Aſter all, there is a more compendious Method of treating 
Fevers of this Kind, which I am ſurprized Phyſicians have not 
been more frequent in the Uſe of, I mean antimonial Remedies, 
whoſe Effiuvia are of ſuch prodigious Efficacy, that a fingle 
Scruple of Crocus Metallorum, will vomit Thouſands of Perſons; 
I know, that great Danger has been objected, eſpecially as to 
the Doſe, but in deſperate Caſes, this ought to be of no Weight; 
and Huxham's Eſſence of Antimony, may be managed with as 
great Succeſs and Certainty as any Medicine whatever. I have 
been led to this Way of Thinking, from the Advantage of Dr, 
Fames's Powders in Fevers of this Kind; the Virtue of which, 
I am fully perſuaded, does not conſiſt in "the Evacuations alone, 
but in changing the Acrimony into a Tertium quid, and thereby 
rendering it fit to be expelled from the Body. I have had the 
ſtrongeſt Proof of its Succeſs upon theſe Occaſions. Beſides, it 
is well known, that the learned Body of Phyſicians at Edin- 
burgh, have taken a Preparation of Antimony into their Diſpen- 
fatory, whoſe admirable Certainty, in the Cure of bloody Fluxes, 
is now ſufficiently known. And if Phyſicians would make Ex- 
periments of this Kind, in a fafe Manner, it would ſerve to 


wreſt the Practice of Phyſie out of the Hands of Quacks, with 


which this opulent City is over- run. 
Upon the whole, it will be proper to add what Hoffman aſ- 
ſerts, that he has been a Practitioner forty-ſix Years, and has 


obſerved this Fever to go off ſeldom by a Sweat or Hemorrhage, 


but frequently by a Diarrhæa, on the ſeventh, ninth or eleventh 


Day, and that there is nothing more pernicious than for a

Peſtilential is a moſt acute Fever, arifing from a pollcaight 
Miaſma, brought from oriental Countries, and unleſs it is 
immediately expelled out of the 


vital Motions, by Buboes and Carbuncles, it is fatal. 


It differs from other contagious, malignant, and eruptive Fe. | 


yers, becauſe it is the moſt acute, for it ſometimes kills on the 


firſt, and ſometimes on the ſecond Day- Beſides, in our Cli- 


mate, it is not epidemic or ſporadic, from a bad Way of Livin 
or unhealthful Air, but happens when it is moſt ſalutary from 
Contagion alone, and is imported from hot, oriental Countries, 


where this Diſeaſe rages. There is ſomething very ſingular in 
this infectious Miaſma, for tho? it is apt to ſpread at a ftr 


Rate, yet it will abate by intenſe Cold, and be plainly extin- 


guiſhed ; wherefore in a cold Seafon, and very cold Countries, 


It either does not appear at all, or in a yery mild Degree ; 


whereas if the Climate is hot, it is not only moſt vehement, | 


but moſt common. 


In this, as in all other contagious Diſeaſes, the venomous 5 
Miaſma i is ſwallowed with the Air, and inſinuates itſelf into the 
ſaliva! Juice, where its Tragedy is firſt ated. Whence it af- 


faults the Head, Brain, Nerves, and animal Spirits, producing 
a Torpor in the Head, a Heavineſs, a Sleepineſs, a * Pain, 
a Stupor of the Senſes, a Forgetfulneſs, Inquietude, Watch- 
ing, and Loſs of Strength. From the Fauces it proceeds 
to the Stomach, creating Loathing of Food, Nauſeas, Anx- 
jety of the Precordia, a Cardialgia, attended with Faint- 
ing, reaching to vomit, and vomiting itſelf. Hence it proceeds 
to the Membranes of the ſpinal Marrow, the Coats of the Arte- 
ries, producing Horrors, a languid, ſmall, contracted, quick 
Pulſe, and even Fainting. All which are generally Signs and 


Symptoms of the Plague, which are of a more violent and quick 


Operation, in proportion to the Virulence of the peſtilential 


Miaſma.

Wuchdidir, in his Account of the Peloponefian War, has given 


us a Deſcription of the Attick Peſtilence. This Year, ſays he, 


was acknowledged to be free from all other Diſeaſes, for if 

one was ill of any other Diſeaſe, he immediately fell into this. 
Some at firſt complained of extraordinary Heats in the Head, 
Redneſs and Inflammations of the Eyes, and of the internal 
Parts; the Fauces and Tongue were immediately bloody; the 
Breathing difficult and very offenſive ; to theſe ſucceeded Snee- 
zing and Hoarſeneſs, laborious Breathing, and a violent Cough, 
If it reached the Heart, it quite oppreſſed it; the Stools were 


| bilious, with great Weakneſs. To many there happened a Hic. 


ing, and violent Convulſions, which laſted with ſome a 
Jong while. The Body outwardly was not very hot to the 
Touch, nor pale, but reddiſh, Jivid, abounding with Puſtules 
and Ulcers. The internal Parts were fo exceeding hot, that 
they could not bear even a Sheet upon them; ſome threw them- 
ſelves into cold Water, or into Wells, and had an inexhauftible 
Thirſt; ſome had a perpetual Watchfulneſs, yet the Body did 
not waſte away. Some died on the ſeventh and ninth Days, of 
internal Heat, while there was ſome Strength yet remaining ; 
but if they eſcaped, the Diſeaſe removed into the Belly, with 


Ulcerations, and an immoderate Diarrh#a; many died of mere 


Weakneſs. Tho' in the Beginning the Seat of the Diſeaſe was 
chiefly in the Head, yet it pervaded the whole Body; if they 
eſcaped the former, great Diſorders would happen in the ex- 
tream Parts. Many of theſe eſcaped, and ſome with looſing 


their Eyes. Some likewiſe were ſeized with a Forgetfulneſs of 


all things, and neither knew themſelves nor their Friends. Many 
periſhed out of mere Negligence, but ſome were cured. Yet 


there was no Remedy found out which was conſtantly uſeful. 


It was an unhappy thing to ſee the Dejection of Mind which 
Patients fell into as ſoon as they were taken ill, for they often 


But all Plagues are not of the ſame Nature, but vary accord- 
ing to different Conſtitutions and Circumſtances. But all who 
have written of the Plague univerſally agree, that ſpungy and po- 
rous Bodies, of an obeſe Habit, of a ſanguine and phlegmatico- 
ſanguine Conſtitutions, Women, young Perſons and Children, 
Perſons of a timid Diſpoſition, that are poor, live hard, or are 
given to 3 and ſit up late at Nights, are more apt to be 
afflicted with this Diſeaſe, than the Strong and Intrepid, lean, 


nervous, indued with large Veſſels, Men, old Perſons, obnoxious 


to the hæmorrhoidal Flux, and who have Iſſues and open Ulcers. 
Nothing brings on this Diſtemper more than Fear, Dread of 
Death, and a Conſternation of the Mind. Hor y. 8

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peſtilential Fevers are ſo called, when the Patient falls into = i 
' ſudden Weakneſs, for it is a Kind of malignant Fever, atteaded * 
with more grievous Symptoms; for the Patients die in a ſhort a 
Time, that is, in two, three or four Days, and ſometimes ſqoner. . 5 
If malignant Fevers ariſe in War-time among the Soldiers, they . x 
are called Camp-Fevers; in Hungary, an Hungaric Fever. But 1 
the Plague or Peſtilence, is known when Buboes and Carbuncles 
ariſe in various Parts of the Body. The Sweating Sickneſs had 
its Riſe in England, in which the Patient fell into a violent Sweat, 
of which many died in a Day's Time. 8 | 
The Hungaric Fever, is of a peculiar, malignant Kind, and 
happens in Time of War, with a ſudden Loſs of Strength, a 
moſt violent Pain in the Head, an Inflammation, Burning, 
Blackneſs and Dryneſs of the Tongue and Fauces. HeisTER. 
The peſtilential Poiſon diſturbs all the Functions of the Body; 
for unleſs it be expelled to the external Parts, it is certainly fatal, 
Nor is this to be done as in other Fevers, by large Sweats, by 
Stools, by a Flux of Urine, by cuſtomary Evacuations of Blood, 
by bleeding at the Noſe, either natural or artificial, for they 
rather threaten Deſtruction, The ſalutary and critical Excretion 
which perfectly ſolves the peſtilential Diſeaſe, is by Tumors in 
the Surface of the Body, not otherwiſe than the Eryſipelas, be- = 
tween the third and fourth Day, and the ſooner the better, for 127 
then the Symptoms are mitigated. That there is Poiſon con- id 
tained in theſe Tumors, appears from hence; that if the Sur- 12 
geon opens any of the Tumors with his Lancet, and then bleeds 1 
a ſound Man, he will be immediately ſeized with the Plague. - 1 
The peſtilential Tumors are of two Kinds; the firſt ariſes in | 1 
glandulous Places, moſt commonly in the Groin and Armpits, *R 
ſometimes in the parotid and mammary Glands, as alſo the low- 1 
er Maxillary, under the Chin, and in thoſe near the Aſpera Ar- 
teria, It is a hard, painful, tenſive Swelling of the Glands, with 
great Heat, and if they are ſalutary, they ſwell, grow ſoft and 
ſuppurate. The other Sort is the Anthrax or Carbuncle, Celſus 
deſcribes it in this Manner. It is a Swelling on which there are 
Puſtules, which riſe but little; they are black, ſometimes fubli- 
vid or pale, In this there ſeems to be a Sanies; it is black un- 
derneath. The Body itſelf is more dry and harder than uſual. 
There is as it were a Cruſt about it, ſurrounded with an Inflam- 
mation; nor can the Skin be raiſed up in the Part, but is joined

When the Plague is fatal, ſome die of a Fainting the firſt or 
ſecond Day, doubtleſs of a pannic Dread. But in many, when 
the Poiſon is not expelled, or if expelled, returns back, it brings 
ona Mortification of the nervous Coats of the noble Parts, of the 
Pleura, Oeſophagus, Stomach and Inteſtines, or the Meninges of 
the Brain, which creeps ſpeedily to all the Viſcera, and the Blood 
Itſelf; whence the Carcaſſes ſwell, and have a moſt intolerable 
Stench.

It is obſervable that the Plague is not a Native of our Country, 
but is brought from remote Places, whence the beft Preſervative 


is to fly to a diſtant Country, for the ſame Reaſon, thoſe Princes 


beſt conſult the Welfare of their Subjects, who in the Time of the 
Plague, endeavour to prevent rhe Spreading of the Infection; and 

when a Family is afflicted, to ſeparate the Well from the Sick, 
and to burn all their Moveables. While this Diſeaſe reigns, all 
Perſons ſhould live temperately, avoid an Exceſs in the uſe of the 


Non-naturals, and abftain particularly from violent Affections of 


the Mind, and every thing elſe that dejects the Strength, diſturbs 
Perſpiration, and generates Crudities in the Prime Vie; the 
Mind is particularly to be ſupported, and Fear, Dread, and Puſil- 
lanimity are to be baniſhed, for more die of Terror, than of the

In worſe Caſes of the Diſtemper, either-inſtead of theſe Tu- 
mours, or together with them, Carbuncles are raiſed. The firſt 
Appearance of them is a very ſmall, indurated Tumour, not ſitu- 
ate near any of the forementioned Glands, with a duſky Red- 
neſs, violent Heat, vaſt Pain, and a blackiſh Spot in the Middle 
of the Tumor; this Spot is the Beginning of a Gangrene, 
which ſpreads itſelf more and more, as the Tumor en- 
Theſe Diſtempers have yet a more manifeſt Likeneſs ; for 
thoſe Tivid and black Spots which are frequent in the Plague, are 
the Signs of ſpeedy Death, and the ſame are ſometimes found to 
attend the Small-pox, with as fatal a Conſequence ; nay I have 
ſeen Caſes, when almoſt every Puſtule has taken this A 
ance. In both Difeaſes, when eminently malignant, Blood is 
ſometimes voided, by the Mouth, by Urine, or the like. And we 
may farther add, that in both, Death is uſually cauſed by Morti- 
feations in the Viſcera. This has conſtantly been found in the 
Plague, by the Phyſicians in France, 


As in the Small-Pox, the Management conſiſts in clearing the 
prime Vie in the Beginning; in regulating the Fever, and in 
promoting the natural Diſcharges ; fo in the Plague, the fame 


Indications will take place. In the Plague, indeed, the Fever is 


often much more acute; the Stomach and Bowels are ſometimes 
inflamed, and the Eruptions require external Applications, which 
to the Puſtules of the Small · Pox are not neceſſar r. 
When the Fever is very acute, a cool Regimen is neceſſary, 

but when the Pulſe is languid, and the Heat not exceſſive, mo- 
derate Cordials muſt be uſed, The moſt gentle Emetics may be 
given ; the beſt is Ipecucuanba, if the Stomach or Bowels are not 
inflamed, for then certain Death muſt be expected; therefore it 
is ſafeſt to conſider, if any Inflammation has feized theſe Parts, 
for then Vomits muſt be omitted. Z 

As for the Eruptions they muſt be brought to a Suppuration as 
ſoon as poſſible; and as ſoon as they appear fix a Cupping Glaſs 
thereon, without Scarification; and when that is removed, ap- 
ply a ſuppurating Cataplaſm, or Plaſter of warm Gum. 
If the Tumors will not ſuppurate, as the Carbuncle ſeldom or 
never does; yet if a thin /chor or Matter exudes through the 
Pores, or if the Tumors feel ſoft to the Touch; or laſtly, if it

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has a black Cruſt upon it, then it muſt be opened by Inciſign, 
either according to the Length of the Tumor, or by a crucial 
Section. If there is any Part mortified, as is uſual in the Car. 
buncle, it muſt be ſcarified/ Then it will be neceſſary to ſtop 
the Bleeding; and dry up the Moiſture with an actual Cautery, 
drefling the Wound afterwards with Doffils and Pledgits, ſpread 
. with a common Digeſtive, made with Terebinth, cum Vitel, Ov. 
and dipt i in a M xture of two Parts of warmed Oil of 'Furpenti;

The next Day the Wound ought to be well bathed with 2

one from a common Abſceſs. Farther, in the Glandular Tumors, 
when they ſuppurate, we ought not to wait till the Matter ha 
made its way to the outer Skin, but to open as ſoon as it is riſen 
to any Bigneſs; becauſe theſe Tumors begin deep in the Gland, 
and often mortify before the Suppuration has reached- the Skin, 
as the Phyſicians in TIA have found, upon me n 
dead Bodies.

Poſſet-drink, or Small- beer, in which Mace has been boiled, re- 
peating them pretty often, for twenty-four Hours ; in the mean 
while, the Spirits of the Patient are to be kept up with comfort 
ing Broths. The By-ftanders ſhould forbear to wipe off the 
Sweat, nor ſhould the Patient change his Linnen all that Time, 
which is a neceſſary Caution; if it be ſtopped before that Time, 
it will be to no Manner of Purpoſe ; during the Sweat, the Di- 
arrbœra, if any, and the Vomiting, will ſtop of their own Ac» 
cord.

Thoſe who are obliged to be near the Sick, muſt take care, 
that the Mia ſmata do not approach the vital Juices, nor yet the 


ſalrval, To this purpoſe, I would recommend frequent Spitting, 


and waſhing the Mouth with Vinegar, or Wine, or ſnuffing 
them up the Noſe. The Efficacy will be ſtill greater, if they 
are imbuted with Rue or Citron Rind. Fot an Acid is the ge- 
nuine Antidote of a putrid and ſulphureous Miaſna. Wherefore 
it is much ſafer to hold Acids in the Mouth, than Alexipharmac. 
Roots. It will be likewiſe proper to get a few Spoonfuls of 
Rheniſh Wine, or Bezoardic Vinegar, diluted with Water or 
Wine, and ſo take them.

Syſtem, whereby a corrupt Lymphatic Matter of a peculiar Na- 
ture is expelled from the inward, and more eſpecially the nervous 
Parts, to the Surface of the Skin, in the Form of ſmall, rough, 
miliary Puſtules, ſometimes red, and ſometimes white, _ 

"Theſe ſmall Puſtules are exceeding numerous, cauſing a Cor- 
rugation, Roughneſs and Dryneſs of the Skin, and have a fetid 
Smell peculiar to themſelves. There is no Eruption ſo inconſtant 
28 this, for it will ſometimes ftrike in ſuddenly, and as ſuddenly 
appear again; and is attended with an itching, pricking Senfation 
more than any other Kind. Other Eruptions are common to all 
Countries, and are equally vexatious to Men as well as Women; 
but the Miliary ſeems familiar and endemic to ſome Places only, 
and more frequently attacks the female Sex, ' eſpecially in Child- 
bed. It is neither epidemic nor contagious, and ſeems rather owing

The miliary Eruptions are either red or white, and are both 
more or leſs acute, benign or malignant. The red are leſs dan- 
gerous, are generally free from a Fever, and then are Chronical, 
appearing at ſtated Seaſons of the Year ; - but ſometimes they are 
zecompanied with an acute Fever. The white ſeldom or never 
appear without a Fever, and therefore are more dangerous. In 
theſe, the Lympha is affected with a Kind of an Acidity ; for the 
Patient diſcharges Plenty of Serum by Sweat, Urine, Stool or Sa- 
livation, which are the Effects of an Acid which coagulates the 
thicker Part of the Blood, and ſeparates the Serum from it. Be- 
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ſides, all Kinds of Aeidt and Refrigerants, not excepting Nitre 
freely taken, are moſt hurtful in this Diſeaſe. On the, contrary, 
Abſerbents and Anti-Heids, and Things Which render the Blood 
ſpirituous, are molt ſalutary; likewiſs Women, who, eat much 
Fruit, and ſuch like Traſh, of the aceſcent Kind, and live idle, 
ſedentary Lives, are moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe; add to this, 
that thoſe who, have died of it, have had a great deal of grumoug 
Blood.in the large Veſſels, and in the; Cavities of the Heart, 
The red Sort proceeds from a ſharp, ſalino- ſulghureous Serum, 
which is manife! en and Itching of. the Skin, in this 
more than the Whne. erefore thoſe whaſe Blood is impure, 
ſuch as the Aged, the Scorbutic, Women labouring under a 
Suppreſſion of the Menſes, or Men afflicted, with. a Stoppage of 
the periodical Bleeding Piles ; or who are fond of falt Meats, 
ſs malt Liquors, or ſmoak much Tobacco, together with a 
bh Habit of Body, and who lead an idle, inactive Life, are moſt 
ſubject to this Diſeaſe. Likewiſe it is found by Experience that 
50 5755 Remedies, which, obtund the ſaline.

I1cines, which induce: a Commotion in the Blood, are-known to 
Increaſe the, Diſorder.

Sometimes the miliary Eruptions are idiopathic, and ſometimes 
ſymptomatic, and ſupervene to other Fevers, eſpecially the Con- 
tinual, when on the Decline. They likewiſe appear very com- 
monly. with the Meaſles, Small-Pox, putrid and ſpotted Fevers 
when drawing towards an End, and then they raiſe a new Fever, 
whoſe Attack the debilitated Patient is not able to ſtand. When 
they appear in the Beginning of acute Fevers, particularly the 
Small Pox and Meaſles, they forebode no happy Event. 
. . The IptopaTHic. begins with a flight Shivering, ſucceeded 
with Heat and Loſs of Strength, ſometimes even to fainting.

This End is obtained by boiling preſerved 
Fruits with their Food, | ſuch as Figs, Damaſcene Plums,. and 
Tamarinds, and by giving them ſubacid Liquors for Drink; as 
Beer, acidulated with Orange or Lemon Fuice ; Whey turned 
with Apples, boiled in Milk; Emulſions made with Barley Vater 
and Almonds ; Meſelle, or Rheniſh ¶ ine plentifully diluted with 
Mater; or any other Things of this Kind. 5 
When this Sort of Diet does not keep the Body open, the 
Arabian Phyſicians preſcribe Manna, but ſparingly. For the 
keeping the Body open in the Beginning is a moſt important Advice, 
if the making of Urine alſo be promoted, fo as to diſcharge it 
plentifully.

In the Cure, Sydenham. directs Bleeding on any of the three 
firſt Days to nine or ten Ounces; and then an Ounce, or an Ounce 
and a half of Emetic Wine. But ſome Phyſicians will not allow a 
Vomit by any Means, unleſs there is a Nauſea, and the Head is 
much affected. Vet Hoffman. judges it to be proper on the firſt 
Day of the Invaſion, and preſcribes two Grains of Emetic Tartar 
diſſolved in Cinnamon Water, to Adults.

HEN the Liver is inflamed it compreſſes the Stomach, 
| Diaphragm, and the neighbouring Viſcera of the Abdomen; 
it ſtops the Circulation of the Fluids, hinders the Generation and 
Excretion of the Gall, and all Digeſtion : It produces a great 
many bad Symptoms, as the Jaundice, with all the Diſeaſes, de- 
pending thereon ; for the Liver receives the refluent Blood from 
almoſt all the Parts of the Abdomen, and is the chief Inſtrument 
of almoſt all the Digeſtions that are made there. Ak BUR. 
The Subſtance of the Liver may be expanded to a very con- 
fiderable Bulk, without any acute Pain; whence the Subſtance 
of it is very rarely ſubject to an Inflammation.

Afthma, attended with a moi? Gough, and the Bringing vp 
ituitous Matter; it attacks the Patient at all Hours, and in all 
Pofitions of the Body, and is owing to a Plenty of a viſcid Mu- 

cu;, ſtuffing the Veſiculæ of the Lungs, and hindring the free 

Ingreſs and Egreſs of the Air wake hs them. Another, is owing 

to the convulfive Cuntraction of the Parts deſigned for Reſpiration, 

and proceeds from various Caufes both within and without the 

Thorax; and this is called the dry fatulent or convulfroe Athma. 

The fir ft Approach of an Afibma was well Known to Areteus 
who deſcribes it thus; there is a Heavineſs of the Breaſt, a Slow- 
neſs to perform accuſtomary Labours, difficult Breathing when 
going up a Hill, the Patients grow hoarſe, cough, and are 
troubled with frequent Eructations; they cannot ſleep, and are 
ſcarcely warm in their Beds. As the Diſeaſe grows worſe, the 

Cheeks look red, the Eyes grow prominent as if they were 

ſtrangled; they ſnore or wheeze while waking, but much more 

when aſleep; they are fond of cold Air, and never care to be long 
in the "Houſe ; they keep themſelves in an erect Poſture; and 
ſeem to ſuck in the Air with open Mouth; they are troubled 

with ſweating about the Neck and F orehead: then comes on a 


violent Cough, and the Patient brings up a little cold frothy 


Matter. As they draw in their Breath the Neck ſwells, and the

When the Difeaſe is recent, and is owing only to the ſpaſinodie 
Centraction of the Præcordia, there are Hopes of a Cure; eſpeci- 
ally if the Matter of Gout, Ulcers, and Exanthemata are ſent 
back to their proper Seats. When the Menſes, or Hemorrhoids 
which were ſtopped return, it yields Relief, and if the Diſeaſe 
- was not too far advanced, perfect Health. If it is inveterate, or 
ill-managed, it brings on a Dropſy of the Breaſt, Obſtructions 
of the lower Belly, cedematous Swellings of the Feet, a Cachexy 
and an univerſal Dropſy. In general, all-conuul//ue A/thmas por- 
tend a ſudden Exit, or Suffocation, eſpecially if there is a Polypus 
of the Heart: If it continues long, then the Patient will die of 
the Dropſy; in which Caſe it will be ſoon fatal; when there is 
a low Fever, an unequal intermitting Pulſe, a Palſy of the Arms, 
' a continual Palpitation of the Heart, little Urine, a Syncope or 
Swooning, then Death is at hand. Some are carried off by an 
Inflammation of the Lungs, and the more grievous the Diſeaſe 
the more languid the Pulſe, Ihe 4/hma, in old Perſons, con- 
tinues till Death: That which is cauſed by a Diſlocation of the 
Jertebræ cannot be cured till they are reduced.

i [t @-either moiſt or dry; the former afflicts the Phlegmatic, 
whoſe Fibres are lax and Muſcles ſoft, and who abound with ſe- 
rous and pituitous Humours. Women are more liable to it than 
Men, as alſo Infants, Boys, and old Men, more than thoſe in the 
Vigour of their Age.

But the moſt ſovereign Remedy of all is to get on Horſeback 
every Day, and he that will put himſelf upon this Exerciſe for a 
Cure, need not be tied down to any ftrift Rules of Diet, nor be 
debarred from any ſort of Meat or Drink, ſince the whole Streſs 
of the Matter depends wholly on the conſtant and continual Ex- 
erciſe of Riding: One Thing the Phyſician who is to direct about 
the Exerciſe is to obſerve, that if the Patient is paſt the Time of 
his full Growth, he ought to inſiſt longer upon this Exerciſe to 
ſuch a one, than to thoſe that are younger.

preſcribed them for the Cure not only of the moſt obſtinate chro- 
nic Diſorders, eſpecially thoſe of the Hypochondriac and Hyſteric 
Kind, accompanied with a ſcorbutic  Impurity, but alſo of a 
confirmed Scurvy. But the Cure is ſtill more Certain, if an, accu- 
rate Regimen be obſerved and the Waters aſſiſted, by the repeated 
Exhibitions of proper antiſcorbutic and balſamic Medicines, 
When theſe cannot be had, pure, light Fountain- Water, wherein 
a red-hot Iron has been extinguiſhed, may be ſubſtituted in their 
room.

The Water contained in the Abdomen, will Anmine by its 


FluQuation whether the Operation is proper or not: For if, 
when you put one Hand on one Side of the Belly, and ftrike the 
oppoſite Side with the other Hand, no Undulation is perceived, 
you may conclude there is ſome Obſtacle to the Evacuation. 
It ſometimes happens that all the Water, or a great Part of it, 
i contiined in ſmall Bladders, called Hydatides, adhering to the 
Liver and the Surface of the Peritonæum; and the reſt in Bladders 
of a different Size, ſome of which nal half a Pintor a Pint of 
Water.

If the Fluctuation is ſcarce ſenſible, except the Teguments 
of the Abdomen are much thickened by an Anaſarca, it is pro- 
bable the Liquor is gelatinous, and will not paſs through a com- 
mon Trochart ; therefore it will be neceſfary.to have them of 
different Gives. T once performed the Operation, when the Wa- 
ters would not paſs through a large Trochart, which obliged me 


to dilate the Orifice with a thick Sponge Tent, and then there 


came out a prodigious Quantity of Hydatides, which were con- 


creted and diſtin, and which did not ſeem to me to differ from 


a Polypus formed in the Noſe. 


A Drepſy of the Ovaries in Women, which may be known 


from the Hardneſs and Inequality of the Timur, ſeldom ad- 
mits of the Operation, becauſe the Water is generally depoſited 
in 2 great Number of.

During the Evacuation, the Surgeon's Aſſiſtants muſt com- 
preſs both Sides of the Belly with the ſame force as the Waters 
themſelves did, otherwiſe the Patient will be apt to faint; be- 
cauſe the Veſſels of the Abdomen being freed from their former 
Weight, the Diaphragm will ſink down; and conſequently the 


inferior Veſſels will be more diſtended with Blood, while the ſu- 


perior being ſuddenly emptied, the free Courſe of the Circula- 
tion will be interrupted. Ee? 
For this Purpoſe, though the Hands will be ſufficient during 
the Operation, yet afterwards there muſt be a Roller of Flan- 
nel about eight Yards long and five Inches broad, which muſt 
be firſt ſwathed about the lower Part of the Belly, that the 
Bowels may better reſiſt the Diaphragm. * This Roller may be
